A Committée on the State of the Church, to whom shall 
be referred the address of the Bishop on the opening of the 
Council. 

A Committee on Parochial reports. 

A Committee on the admission of new Parishes. 

A Committee on Finance, consisting of laymen. 

A Committee on the Episcopal Fund, and the Permanent 
Fund. 

A Committee on the Brotherhood. 

A Committee on Unfinished business. 


ORDER OF DEBATE, 


Ist. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be sta- 
ted by the President, and if in writing, be read by the Secre- 
tary before debated. 

2nd. After a motion is stated by the President, or read by 
the Secretary, it shall be deemed in possession of the Coun- 
cil, but may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before 
amendment or decision, with the consent of his second. 

3rd. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the 
President or any member require it. 

4th. No new motion or proposition shall be admitted un- 
der color of amendment as a substitute for the motion or 
proposition under debate. 
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5th. Whena question is under debate, no motion shall be 
received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the pre- 
vious question, to postpone indefinitely, to postpone to a 
certain day, to commit, or to amend, which several motions 
shall have precedence in the order enumerated ; and the first 
three shall be decided without debate. 

6th. The previous question shall be admitted only when 
demanded by a majority of the members present. It shall 
be in this form : “Shall the main question be now put”’ and 
until decided, all debate and amendment are precluded. 

7th. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and 
shall be decided without debate. 

8th. When a member desires to speak in debate, or pre- 
sent any matter to the Council, he shall rise from his seat, 
and respectfully address himself to the President, and shall 
confine himself to the question under debate, avoiding all 
personality. 

oth. If any member transgress the rules of the Council, 
the President shall, or any member may, call him to order ; 
in which case the member so called to order shall imme- 
diately take his seat, unless permitted to explain. Ifthe 
ruling of the President be appealed from, the Council shall 
decide the appeal without debate. 

1oth. When two or more members rise at once, the 
President shall decide who is entitled to the floor. 

11th. No member shall speak more than twice to the 
same questions, without leave of the Council. 

12th. The vote on all questions shall be taken by ayes 
and noes, whenever three members require it. 

3th, Any member may call for a division of the question 

where the sense will admit of it, but a motion to strike out 
and insert shall be deemed indivisible. 

14th. Every member who may be in the house when the 
question is put shall give his vote, unless the Council, for 
special reasons, shall excuse him. 

15th. No member shall vote upon a question in the deci- 
sion of which he is immediately and_ personally interested. 
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16th. Upon a division and count of the Council on any 
question, no member shall be counted who is not within the 
limits assigned as seats to the members. 

17th. When a question has been decided by the Council, 
or postponed indefinitely, it may be reconsidered upon mo- 
tion made by a member voting in the majority : provided, 
such motion be made on the saine or next or succeeding 
day of the session. 


GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


1st. No member shall absent himself from the meetings 
of the Council without leave, unless he be sick, or unable 
to attend. 

2nd. The President shall, at his discretion, select suitable 
seats without the limits of those allotted to the use of the 
members, which shall be appropriated to the accommoda- 
tion of visiting Clergymen and Candidates for Orders, who 
may be invited by the Rector or Wardens of the Church 
in which the meetings of the Council are held, under the 
directions of the President and Council. 

_ 3rd. No spectator shall, during the daily sessions of the 
Council, be admitted above or within the pews allotted to 
the members, and the Rector and Wardens of the church in 
which the sessions of the Council are held, are directed to 
see that this rule is enforced. 

4th. No rule of order shall be suspended except with the 
concurrence of two-thirds of the members present.

The Seventh Annual Council of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church,in the Diocese of West Virginia, met this day in 
Trinity, Church, Martinsburg, at 10:30 A. M. 


_ Morning Prayer was read by the Rev. Messrs. Britting- 
ham and Griffith; and the Sermon was preached by the 
Rev. Mr. Swope, from REv. ii. 10. 


At the conlusion of the sermon, the Candidate for Dea- 
con’s Orders, Mr. R. G. Noland, was presented tothe Bishop 
by the Rev. R. A. Gibson. After the ordination the Bish- 
op proceeded with the administration of the Holy Commu- 
nion, assisted in the distribution of the Elements by the 
Rew Wolo eave, 


Immediately after Divine service the Council was called 
to order by the Bishop. The roll of the Clergy entitled to 
seats, and also that of the Lay Deputies elect, having been

The following communication from the Secretary of the 
lower house of the General Convention, was then presented, 
and on motion was referred to the Committee on the State 
of the Church. 


THE GENERAL CONVENTION OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


To the Secretary of the Council of the Diocese of West Virginia. 


SIR: 

In compliance with the requirements of Article 9 of the Constitution, I 
would hereby officially make known, through you to the Council of the Dio- 
cese of West Virginia, that the following alterations of the constitution of the 
Church are proposed, to wit, those comprised in the two resolutions subjoined, 
said resolutions having been constitutionally adopted by a General Conven- 
tion of the Protestant Episcopal Church, held in the City of Philadelphia, Pa., 
in October, A. D. 1883, to wit: 

I. It was, by concurrent action Of the two Houses of the Convention 
(vide Journal of Convention, pp. 240, 263, 279, 280), 

Resolved, Vhat Articles 2 and 3 of the constitution be amended by substi- 
tuting the words ‘‘ House of Deputies ’’ for the word “‘ Convention”’ in the 
fourteenth line of Article 2 of the Constitution as printed in the Digests of 
1880, and that the words ‘‘House of Deputies” be, in like manner, substituted 
for the word “ Convention” in the twelfth line of Article 3, as printed above : 

So that the Articles shall read as follows : 


ARTICLE 2. 


The Church in each Diocese shall be entitled to a representation of both 
the Clergy and the Laity. Such representation shall consist of not more than 
four Clergymen and four Laymen, communicants in this Church, residents in 
the Diocese, and chosen in the manner prescribed by the Convention thereof ; 
and in all questions when required by the Clerical or Lay representation from 
any Diocese, each order shall have one vote; and the majority of suffrages 
by Dioceses shall be conclusive in each Order, provided such majority compre- 
hend a ma‘ority of the Dioceses represented in that Order. The concurrence of 
both Orders shall be necessary to constitute a vote of the House of Deputies. 
If the Convention of any Diocese should neglect or decline to appoint Clerical 
Deputies, or if they should neglect or decline to appoint Lay Deputies, or if 
any of those of either Order appointed should neglect to attend, or be pre- 
vented by sickness or any other accident, such Diocese shall nevertheless be con- 
sidered as duly represented by such Deputy or Deputies as may attend, whether 
Lay or Clerical. And sf, through the neglect of the’Convention of any of the 
Churches which shail have adopted or may hereafter adopt this Constitution, 
no Deputies, either Lay or Clerical, should attend at any General Convention, 
the Church in such Diocese shall nevertheless be bound by the acts of such 
Convention. 

ARTICLE 3 
The Bishops of this Church, when there shall be three or more, shall, 


whenever General Conventions are held, form.a separate House, with a right 
to originate and propose acts for the concurrence of the House of Deputies 
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composed of Clergy and Laity ; and when any proposed act shall have passed 
the House of Deputies, the same shall be transmitted to the House of Bishops, 
who shall have a negative thereupon; and all acts of the Convention shall be 
authenticated by both Houses. And in all cases the House of Bishops shall 
signify to the House of Deputies their approbation or disapprobation (the 
latter with their reasons in writing), within three days after the proposed act 
shall have been reported to them for concurrence ; and in failure thereof, it 
shall have the operation of a law. But until there shall be three or more 
Bishops, as aforesaid, any Bishop attending a General Convention shall bea 
member ex officto, and shall vote with the Clerical Deputies of the Diocese to 
which he belongs ; and a Bishop shall then preside. 


II. It was by concurrent action of the two Houses of Convention (vide 
Journal of Convention, pp. 130, 273, 274, 300,—-303,),— 

Resolved, That Article 4 of the Constitution be amended by striking out 
the word ‘and’ in the third line of said Article, and inserting in place 
thereof the words following :— 

‘“‘ Provided, That, when a Missionary Jurisdiction shall be organized as a 
Diocese, the Bishop of such Jurisdiction shall become the Bishop of the new 
Diocese ; and 

«Provided, further, That, when a part of a Missionary Juriscliction shall 
be organized as a new Diocese, the Bishop of such Jurisdiction shall become 
the Bishop of the new Diocese, or, at his election, remain the Bishop of that 
part of such Jurisdiction not included in the new Diocese ;” and leaving the 
residue of the said Article to stand as an independent paragraph ; 

So that the Article shall read as f@llows :— 


ARTICLE 4. 


The Bishop or Bishops in every Diocese shall be chosen agreeably to 
such rules as shall be fixed by the Convention of that Diocese ; Provided, 
That, when a Missionary Jurisdiction shall be organized as a Diocese, the Bish- 
op of such Jurisdiction shall become the Bishop of the new Diocese; and 
Provided, further, That when a part of a Missionary Jurisdiction shall be or- 
ganized as a new Diocese, the Bishop of such Jurisdiction shall become the 
Bishop of the new Diocese, or, at his election, remain the Bishop of that part 
of such Jurisdiction not included in the new Diocese. 

Every Bishop of this Church shall confine the exercises of his Episco- 
pal Office to his proper Diocese, unless requested to ordain, or confirm, or 
perform any other act of the Episcopal Office in another Diocese by the Ec- 
clesiastical Authority thereof.

To THE COUNCIL OF THE DIOCESE OF WEST VIRGINIA, MARTINSBURG. 


Your Committee on the Episcopal Residence hand herewith Treasur- 
er’s Report, showing balance on hand at this time after paying for the Lot, 
$281.97, and a balance of $180 due on subscriptions. 


The deed for the Lot vestin'g the title in the Trustees of the Permanent 
Fund for the benefit of the diocese was prepared by our chancellor Judge J. P. 
Rodgers, and approved by Judge G. W. Thompson. 


_ An appeal was recently issued by your Committee asking that the 
Churches, Missions, and Friends, would contribute an amount equal to about 
50 cts. annually for each communicant, and for a term of eight years, towards 
building the Residence. This plan was the result of much careful thought, 
and seemed to us an easy mode of accomplishing the object without being 
burthensome to any. 
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Some of the smaller parishes and individuals have responded favor- 
ably, and we have been encouraged by friends outside of the diocese, but the 
responses in the aggregate have not yet been sufficient to justify us in taking any 
steps towards commencing the building. We have therefore to ask that the 
Council will carefully consider the matter placed in the hands of your Commit- 
tee, and if not approving our suggestions, will take such action as will tend to 
aid and advance the undertaking in the most satisfactory manner. 


We think it would be well if some portion of the interest arising from 
the Permanent Fund were formally authorized to be used by your Committee, 
when it shall cease to be wanted for payment of rent, for the purpose of pay- 
ing interest on such sums as we may be able to borrow. To have some 
amount thus provided ahead to pay the interest, would aid materially, we 
think, in obtaining a loan, and thus facilitate the work.

Thursday, June 5th, 9:30 A. M. 1884. 


The Council met pursuant to adjournment and was called 
to order by the Bishop. | 


Prayer was then offered by the Rev. S. D. Tompkins. 
The minutes of yesterday were then read and approved. 


A motion was then made that the reading of the Bishop’s 
Address be postponed untilafter the Service. This was lost. 


The Bishop then read his annual address as follows: 
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BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 


Just about six years ago the Diocese assembled in Coun- 
cil,in Triinty Church, Martinsburg. It wasa special session, 
but really our first meeting as a fully organized Diocesan 
Council. We came together to take formal action in regard 
to the receipt of the first installment of the $5,000, with 
which Virginia had expressed her willingness to endow us. 


Seven Clergymen and seven Laymen answered to their 
names. The total number entitled to seats was thirteen for 
the Clergy and twenty-five for the laity. We have, meantime, 
added two independent parishes to our number, and so in- 
creased our working force, that we report as entitled to seats 
in this Council, twenty-three Clergymen and twenty-seven 
Laymen. 

All the $5,000 which Virginia promised has been paid, 
and by some gifts of our own people this fund has now 
grown to upwards of $8,500. The Diocese has also acquir- 
ed property to the extent of nearly $4,000, for the erection of 
a Permanent Episcopal Residence. 


During this time we have seen new Church buildings 
erected in New Martinsville, Coal Valley, Huntington, Ron- 
ceverte, Lewisburg, and Hinton, at Berkeley Springs, Glen- 
coe, and Ansted, and on Wheeling Island. We have also 
seen the Church buildings in Moorefield and Ripley, com- 
pleted, and new and commodious edifices take the place of 
the old, and in some cases dilapidated, buildings, at Parkers- 
burg, Fairmont, Harper’s Ferry, and last but not least in 
Martinsburg, where we meet to day, so that our own eyes 
may witness the wonderful transformation that has been 
effected. 


Thus sixteen new Churches have been added to the 
twenty-two which we had six years ago; and besides we 
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have foundations laid for a new Church in Charleston to 
take the place of the old——and not before it was urgently 
demanded by the necessities of the case. We have also 
foundations laid at the White Sulphur Springs, and 
Alderson’s and a building nearly completed at Summit 
Point, besides the immediate prospect of beginning 
work on Churches at Sistersville, Clover Lick, Tav- 
ennersville, Wellsburg (where we want a new Church to 
take place of the old), Brook’s Station, Grafton, and Rom- 
ney, and Morgantown. 


Not less important than this work is that which has been 
done in so largely freeing of debt St. Matthew’s, Wheeling, ~ 
thereby giving us a position in that important city we could 
not otherwise occupy. | 


Parsonages have also been completed in Charleston and 
St. Albans’, and built or purchased in Clarksburg, Hedges- 
ville, Lewisburg, and Moundsville, and work begun on one 
in Moorefield, and’ Ravenswood. In all this work about 
$120,000 has been expended. 


It is under these circumstances that we find otrselves 
once more, after an interval of six years, assembled in 
Trinity Church, Martinsburg. As we look back over the 
time and see how, step by step, we have been led on and en- 
couraged, and helped in our work, we thank God and 
take courage. 

If we cannot be quite bold enough to take this building, so 
transformed since our last meeting, as a fair illustration of 
the transformation in the Diocese at large, we can at least 
take the encouraging signs of successful work on every side, 
as tokens that the work is indeed going on,and we can pray 
more earnestly for a renewed spirit of consecration which 
shall send us all forth from this place stronger and wiser for 
all that our hands find to do, 

Since I left my home on Tuesday morning I have receiv- 
ed intelligence of the death of the venerable Bishop Smith, 
of Kentucky, for sixteen years past the Presiding Bishop 
of our Church. In his earlier ministry he served in Vir- 
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ginia, and in that part of it which is now in the Diocese of 
West Virginia. 

Full of years and of honors he has passed away to his 
great reward. To the last he exhibited the liveliest interest 
in all matters connected with the Church, and counted it to 
to be his chiefest privilege still to be of some service, either 
by his councils or his ministrations. We bless God for 
the good examples of all his servants, who have departed 
this life in His faith and fear. 


When Bishop Smith was consecrated first Bishop of Ken- 
tucky in 1832, there were 18 Dioceses; the Dioceses now 
number 48, and there are 13 Missionary Jurisdictions besides. 
There were then about 500 parishes, there are now upwards 
of three thousand. 


In the meantime the 32,000 communicants have grown 
to 375,000, and the 600 clergy to 3,600. The population 
of the country has increased from 13,000,000 to upwards 
of 50,000,000 ; four-fold, but it appears that our clergy have 
increased six-fold,and our communicants ten-fold ; and all 
this in the limits of one Episcopate. Surely we are encour- 
aged to believe that God has still a great work for us to do 
in this Western land. 

The early days of June, from the sixth to the tenth, inclu- 
Sive, were spent in attendance upon the sessions of the Sixth 
Annual Council of the Diocese in St. Matthew’s Church, 
Wheeling. | 

We had full and interesting sessions during the days of 
the meeting, and in the evenings, the usual services in the 
interest of Diocesan Missions, General Missions, and of our 
Sunday School work. 

On Wednesday, June the 6th, the first day of the Coun- 
cil, after sermon by the Rev. W. T. Leavell, I admitted his 
son, the Rev. Francis K. Leavell to Priest’s Orders. The 
Rev. Mr. Cobbs presented the candidate, and with the Revs. 
Mr. Swope, R. H. Mason, and W. T. Leavell united in the 
laying on of hands. 

On Sunday June roth, I preached in St. Luke’s Church, 
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Wheeling, and in presence of a large congregation and a 
number of the clergy; consecrated the building. This im- 
portant work on Wheeling Island, now so happily consumma- 
ted in the consecration of St. Luke’s Church, deserves es- 
pecial commendation for the spirit in which it was conceived, 
and the admirable energy with which it has constantly been 
carried on. 


Thursday, Fune r4th.—I officiated at the wedding of a 
relative near Boston, Mass. 


Sunday, Fune 77,—Acting for the Bishop of Virginia I 
preached morning and night in Grace Church, Lexington, 
Virginia, and at the morning Service confirmed fifteen per- 
sons. 


Sunday, June 24th—A. M. Preached in Trinity Church, 
Parkersburg, and P. M. took part in a general Bible meeting 
and made an address. 


Tuesday, Fune 26th—Attended a meeting of the Trus- 
tees at the Seminary, near Alexandria. 


Wednesday, June 27th,—Attended meetings of the Educa- 
tion Society, of Virginia, and Alumni of the Seminary ; was 
also present at the closing exercises of the High School, 
which still merits and receives an unusual share of public 
favor. 


. Thursday, Fune 25.—In the absence of the Bishop of 
Virginia, | presided over the commencement exercises of 
the Seminary, and delivered the diplomas to the graduating 
class. 


friday, June 29th-—After a sermon by the Rev. Dr. 
Meade, of Philadelphia, inthe Seminary Chapel, and acting 
for the Bishop of Virginia, I admitted to Priest’s Orders the 
Rev. Messrs. Funsten, Downman, Anderson, Randolph, 
Page, Clopton, May and Smithy The Rew) Dry Packara 
presented the candidates, and with the Rev. Dr. Meade, 
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the Rev. Joseph R. Jones, and the Rev. Everard Meade, 
united in the laying on of hands. 


Sunday, July rst—In the morning I preached in St. 
James’ Church, Richmond. In the afternoon read prayers 
in the same Church, and at night preached in St. Paul’s. 


Tuesday, July 3rd.—Acting for the Bishop of Virginia, in 
St. Stephen’s Church, Culpepper, Virginia, after Sermon 
by the Rev. Edward Wall, of Baltimore, I admitted the Rev. 
S. Thompson Cole to Priest’s Orders; the Rev. H. D. Page 
presented the candidate, and with the Rev. Messrs. McGill, 
Wall, and Funsten, united in the laying on of hands. 


Friday, July 6th.—I\ took part in the funeral services of the 
late Bishop Pinkney, of Maryland. It has been given to 
but few men so to fill up a long life. Even to its very last 
hours with manifold activities for Christ and the Church, 
untiring and unselfish, he freely spent and was spent in his 
work. Were it not that it is the great head of the Church 
Himself, who calls the laborers when He sees that their 
work is done, we could not but feel depressed when such men 
are takenaway. Kemember such brethren, who have borne 
rule in the Church of God, and spoken to men the word of 
life, and considering the end of their course, imitate their 
faith. 


Sunday, July 8&th—Took part in the Service in Trinity 
Church, Parkersburg, and at night preached. 


Sunday, July 15th—A. M. Preachec in St John’s Church, 
Ripley, and confirmed two persons. This service was doubly 
interesting to me, as the first I had held in the Church. 
This building was started and carried on to completion during 
the ministry of the Rev. Cowpland Page ; work was however 
suspended for a long time, and at length I have had the 
privilege of occupying it. It is now, with still further im- 
provements, made since this visit, one of the neatest and 
and most sightly of our Village Churches. Another feature 
of interest was, that the confirmation was the first I have 
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ever held in Ripley. The congregation have shown energy 
in finishing their Church building, and deserve commen- 
dation for the promptness with which they discharge their 
obligations. P.M. Preached in Grace Church, Ravenswood. 


Sunday, Fuly 22nd— A.M. Preachedin St. Mark’s Church, 
Berkeley Springs. This beautiful Church is sufficiently ad- 
vanced towards completion to enable us to use it, and it was 
with real pleasure I availed myself of it. P. M. I took 
part in the service : sermon by Rev. Beverly Tucker. 


Wednesday and Thursday, Fuly 25th.and 26th.—I\ attended 
a conference at Sewanee, Tennessee, called by the Bishop 
of Mississippi to consider what we could do, as a Church, 
for the Colored people in the South. The proceedings of 
that meeting have already been made public.

I can not too strongly urge 
upon our Vestries, and Mission Committees everywhere, 
the importance of looking after the temporalities of the 
Church. Let us have good lots for our Churches, com- 
modious and comfortable Rectories with ample ground at- 
tached for all needful purposes. The parishes will be 
strengthened and the comfort of the Clergy greatly promo- 
ted. And even in places where as yet we have no imme- 
diate prospect of planting a Church or Mission, why 
should not our people, in anticipation of a day that must 
come, make provision for it by securing for the Church 
suitable property as opportunity offers? I commend this 
matter to the thoughtful consideration not only of our scat- 
tered Church people, but also to the Clergy who go on 
Missions into new places, that as far as they can, they try 
thus to lay the foundation for those who are to come 
after.

I had the pleasure of meeting’ some of them after service, 
Sunday night, and hearing them sing some of their own fa- 
iniliar hymns. Some of their children come to the parish 
school, which under Miss Pendleton’s care is still doing good 
work, and it ought to be a source of great satisfaction to us 
all that we have been able thus to make some spiritual pro- 
vision for these strangers in a strange land. 


The remainder of this week was spent in attendance on a 
called meeting of the House of Bishops in New York, for 
the purpose of filling the vacant Episcopate of China and 
Cape Palmas. The result is already known to the Church, 
and it is my earnest hope and prayer that now our Foreign 
Missions may be pushed forward with renewed energy and 
success. The Harvest is plenteous and the laborers are 
few: Pray ye, therefore the Lord of the harvest that He 
would send forth laborers.into His harvest. The Diocese 
has always taken a high rank in the support it has given to 
the general Mission work of the Church. I trust it may al- 
ways maintain this honorable position. 


Saturday, April 26th-—-Laid the corner stone of the new 
St. John’s Church, Charleston. The Rector, the Rev. Mr. 
Cobbs, and the Rev. Mr. Cracraft, of Ohio, assisted in the 
services. It was a great satisfaction to see this work so 
happily begun. The need of a new Curch building in 
Charleston has been long felt, and now at last the corner 
stone is laid for a building which, located on one of the 
most desirable sites in this rapidly growing city, will be not 
only beautiful to look on, but complete in all its appoint- 
ments.

DEATHS. 


On the 15th of May, the Rev. John W. Lea, of St. Albans, 
was called to his rest. Apparently in robust health at the 
Convocation which met on the 23rd of April, there were 
complications resulting from a virulent carbuncle on the 
back of his neck, and in a little more than two weeks he 
was dead, At our meeting here in Martinsburg six years 
ago, the Mission Committee determined to offer their first 
original enterprise, the Kanawha Valley Mission,to Mr. Lea. 
The charge was accepted, and since October 1878, he has 
been laboring faithfully in that part of the Diocese, with res- 
idence at Coalburgh and afterwards at St. Albans. His la- 
bors were much blest and he was permitted to to see and 
enjoy the fruits of them, 


Of an ardent temperament Mr. Lea undertook his work 
with enthusiasm and carried it on with vigor. He hada 
hearty, genuine sympathy for his fellow man, whether he met 
him in the drawing room or the in mine, and this was, no 
doubt, one great secret of his success as a minister. His 
heart, was full of love of the Saviour, and he was ready always 
to speak words of warning and counsel to others. 


He showed in his ministry the effect of his military train- 
ing ; the gallant soldier became the earnest and brave Mis- 
sionary, outspoken and impetuous, but thoroughly loyal and 
as ready to follow those in authority as to lead others. 
Cut off in the midst of years and usefullness he leaves a 
large and dependent family. Even so, Father, for so it 
seemed good in thy sight. 


At the Second Annual Council which met in Clarksburg 
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in June 1879, I recommended the formation of a Brother- 
hood for our Diocese, similar to that one which has been 
for so long time successfully operating in Virginia. A 
Committee was appointed which reported at the Third An- 
nual Council, meeting in Parkersburg, in June 1880, and 
the Brotherhood was fully organized. It has come to pass, — 
however, in the providence of God, that from the date of 
organization up to the present year,there have been no deaths 
among our Clergy which called for the aid of the Brother- 
hood, and this no doubt is one chief reason why nothing 
more seems to have been done. With so many pressing 
demands upon our people it has been very hard to get them 
thus to make provision for the future. Now however, the 
importance of the Brotherhood is brought home to us in a 
very startling manner, by the sudden death of the Rev. Mr. 
Lea, and i trust that the sympathy called forth for his fam- 
ily in their deep affliction will be one means of putting new 
life into an organization which can do so much good. The 
great needs of the Brotherhood are first the hearty co-op- 
eration of the Clergy, and secondly, patient and _ faithful 
working of suitable agents in the different parishes. 


In this connection I would report to the Diocese that the 
late Miss Shepherd of Trinity Church, Shepherdstown, 
left me the sum of $1,000 to be devoted to the fund for the 
relief of the Widows and Orphans of Deceased Clergymen, 
and for the Disabled Clergy. This money has not yet 
come into my hands, but when it does, I shall pay it over 
to the Treasurer, Mr. R. J. McCandlish, 


- I think it would be well for the Diocese to consider the 
expediency of consolidating the two funds alluded to above, 
after the custom of the General Church. They are both 
comparatively small and the objects are kindred. 


We have so many objects to present to our people that 
it is well to simplify our canonical collections as much as 
possible, and it is believed that if these two funds, 2. ¢., the 
fund for the Disabled Clergy, and that for the Widows and 
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Orphans of Deceased Clergymen were consolidated, 
that no object would appeal more powerfully to our people, 
and that the Diocese following still the unwritten law, 
which has guided them in the past, would make the Christ- 
mas offering a sore adequate expression than it yet has 
been of the general interest in the matter, 


And it is earnestly hoped that there will be found those 
who will follow the example of Miss Shepherd, and re- 
member this and other funds of the Church when they 
come to settle up their estates. 

The recent Council of the Diocese of Virginia, which met 
in Winchester, made arrangements for the celebration of the 
100th aniversary of.the organization of the Church in Vir- 
ginia, at the next Council to meet in the city of Richmond, 
in May 1885. 

I suggest that it would be eminently proper for this Di- 
ocese, through its Council, formally to appoint Delegates to 
attend this celebration, as we have a common interest in 
that which is to be commemorated. 

In February of this year the Ohio Valley was visited by 
a disastrous fiood. Much of our Church property was 
damaged and many of our Church people lost very heavily. 
Inthe CuurcH News of February 28th, 1884, a statement was 
made in regard to the matter, and it is all so fresh in our 
minds that there is no need.that I should speak partic- 
larly of it again. But it is-eminently proper that I should 
put on record here an expression of our profound gratitude 
to the friends who have so generously come forward to our 
relief in a time of so much distress ; many of them are not 
known to us in the flesh, but we shall gratefully remember 
their kindness and pray for God’s blessing upon them. 

It is not necessary or expedient that I should record in 
this place the names of all those who have contributed to 
our relief fund, and yet it is proper that I should mention 
the names of some individuals and Churches outside our 
own Diocese, who have laid us under special obligations by 
their kindness. 
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Among those that sent us most timely aid may be men- 
tioned, . Grace Church, Orange N. J., through the Rector, 
the Rev. Dr. Schuyler, and also the children of the same 
Church; Trinity Church, Tiffin, Ohio, through the Rev. 
Mr. Blake; Saint Thomas’ Church, Hancock, Maryland, 
through the Rev. Mr. Reed ; Emmanuel Church. Baltimore, 
through the Rev. Dr, Eccleston; Emmanuel Church, Mount 
Jackson, Virginia; St. Stephens’ Church, Culpepper, Virgin- 
ia Sty beter eC niinchtot Louis, Missouri, through the Rev. 
Mr. Assheton, Christ Church, Baltimore. through the Rev. 
Dr. Walter Williams ; Wickliffe Church, Virginia ; Christ 
Church, Brandywine, Delaware, through the Rev. Dudley 
D. Smith ; Memorial Church, Baltimore, through the Rev. 
W.. Mi-: Dame; 'St.: Paul's). New. Haven, Conmectian: 
through the Rev. EdwinS, Lines ; Christ Church, West Riv- 
er, Maryland, throughthe Rev. Nelson Dame; The Church of 
Our Saviour, Philadelphia, through the Rev. Dr. Meade ; 
The Church of the Messiah, Baltimore, through the Rev. P. 
Wroth; St. Peter’s Church, Salem, Massachusetts, through 
Mr. Charles H. Bates ; St. James’, Batavia, through the Rev. 
Dr. Hitchcock. ; 


Among the indivdual contributors, we feel specially in- 
debted to Mr. W. W. Smith, of Washington, Pennsylvania ; 
whose check for $100 was the first received. Bishop H. C. 
Potter, of New York designated $500, of a fund raised in his 
Diocese, as the sum that should come to _ us, and it was re- 
ceived through Mr. Short, of Cincinnati. Subsequently 
Bishop Jaggar, of Southern Ohio, generously sent me $500 
of funds under his control. Bishop Stevens, of Pennsylva- 
nia sent me $1,200, specially designed for the repair of 
Churches and Parsonages. From the Hartford Relief 
Fund, $50 was received; from the Norfolk Relief Fund, 
$323. 34, and finally from the Woman’s Auxiliary, of Nor- 
folk $70.75. 

_ The total amount received from the various funds, — 
Churches, and individuals has been-$3819.06: of this sum, 
$526.00 has been placed at my discretion, as might seem 
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best in the general work of the Church, This has been for 
safe keeping covered into the Treasury of the Diocesan 
Missionary Committee to be disbursed as occasion may re- 
quire, and with their advice, the balance of $3293.06, des- 
igned especially for the repairs of Churches and Parsonages, 
and the relief of the destitute has been disbursed, chiefly 
through the Ministers, resident, or in charge, as follows: 
Wellsburgh, $525; Wheeling, $1,100, (of which the Island re- 
ceived $825); Moundsville, $95; New Martinsville, $245 ; 
Ravenswood, $50; Willow Island, $50; Parkersburgh, 
$220; Huntington, $50; Hartford City, Mason, West 
Columbia, and Pt. Pleasant, $748.34, a total of $3083.34, 
leaving a balance unexpended of $209.72, which will no 
doubt soon find its proper destination. 


The condition and prospects of our Diocesan Missions will 
be set before you by the report of the Committee. No sub- 
ject could be more important for the Council to consider, 
and for the Diocese to keep constantly in mind than this. 
The encouragement we have had inthe past ought to prompt 
us to renewed efforts in the future, and I have something 
to say just here that has a practical bearing on the question. 

We must remember that the unit of organization in the 
Diocese is the Parish, and that therefore the prosperity of . 
the-Diocese must depend'upon the efficient working and de- 
velopment of the Parishes, and I may add. the Missions 
of which it is composed; and farther that in some most im- 
portant respects, this efficient working and development 
of the Parish depends upon the management of the Parish 
finances. 

The great trouble is, I fear, that they are often not man- 
aged at all, but suffered to drift along as best they can, to — 
the great discomfort of the Minister, and the great hinder- 
ance of the work. Business men sometimes strangely be- 
come careless when they undertake to manage the secu- 
lar affairs of a Church, and allow a loose administration 
they would not tolerate on their farms, or in their merchan- 
dise.. It would seem like a very small thing to collect ten, 
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or twenty-five, or fifty dollars a month, or some such sum, 
from a people able and, in most cases, willing to pay. But 
even though it be counted a small thing it must be attended 
to, and I am convinced that oftentimes this is not done, 
and hence the trouble about salaries, constantly arising. 
Spasmodic efforts are made, at long intervals, and generally 
when there is some deficit pressing, to collect the Minis- 
ter’s salary and the sums due for Diocesan expenses, and 
so the whole matter becomes a burden and, what is worse, 
an offence. It is the plain and bounden duty of our peo- 
ple to see that the business of the parish or mission is not 
carried on in this slip-shod way. It is not only a hinder- 
ance to the work, but a disgrace to the Church to have it 
SOu 
Why should the children of this world be so much wiser 
in their generation than the children of light; why should 
the same men be so much more active and methodical and 
efficient in some secular work than in that of the Church ? 


Sometimes partial failures may be unavoidable , but after 
some experience and observation,I think it not too much to 
say that in nineteen cases out of twenty, the failures arise 
from the want of such wisdom and energy as we have a 
. right to expect to see enlisted in the work of the Church. 
No arrears of any kind ought to be allowed to accumulate. 
Let the business be carried right on, month after month. 
Pay as you go, put some energy into the Parish machinery, 
make the people realize their individual responsibility, and 
unite them as they may be united, in a conscientious, faith- 
ful, constant discharge of their duty. 


I would have it understood that in these words I speak 
to the laity, rather than to the Clergy. The Minister is not 
the financial agent of the Parish, although he may often be 
so regarded. He has been serving tables long enough, 
and for his own good and that of the Church, he ought to 
be released from the hard bondage. He ought not to be 
driven, as I know he sometimes is, by the strong pressure 
of necessity, to raise money for Parochial expenses. That is 
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the duty of the Vestry or officers of the Mission, and they 
ought to do it; they ought to take this whole burden off 
the Minister’s shoulders, not only out of delicate regard to 
him personally, but also because it is their duty to do it; a 
duty to which they are both morally and canonically 
pledged. A vigorous administration of Parish and Mission 
finances, such as would relieve the Minister from all care 
that does not properly belong to him, would do more than 
anything else that I know of to put fresh power into our 
work all over the Diocese. 


And this brings me to say that our prosperity depends not 
only upon the efficient working of the Parishes and Mis- 
sions, in themselves, but also upon the more hearty co-op- 
eration of all in the general Diocesan work, and this is 
something that falls particularly to the Minister to foster 
and develop. 


The Diocese is an aggregation of Parishes and Missions ; 
without them it has no existence; it is nothing but a name. 
And yet it is to be feared that the Diocesan life is not real- 
ized, is not felt as it ought to be, throughout the borders. 
Dividing the responsibility for Diocesan matters among so 
many, as it must be done, seems to diminish the sense of 
responsibility in individual Parishes and Missions, and in 
some cases to cause it to disappear altogether. This seems 
the only reasonable explanation for the fact that our Can- 
onical collections are so little attended to ; collections or- 
dered by the Council, and necessary to carry on our work. 
I think there is a fault somewhere about this matter. 
Even when we are not individually in favor of certain 
measures adopted by the Council, we are in honor and duty 
bound by its actions; otherwise our Diocesan organiza- 
tion is a mere rope of sand, and we drift into bald congre- 
gationalism. If every Clergyman and Layman, every Par- 
ish and Mission were thus heartily to accept the lead and 
follow the guiding of the Council, the supreme authority 
in all such matters, we should simply be astonished at the 
result. Not to speak here of Diocesan missions, or of the

Episcopal Fund, which I think generally receive prompt 
attention, the exact state of the case will be apparent when 
we consider what was reported in the Journal of the last 
Council as done in the matter of the five Canonical collec- 
tions, viz.: those for the Contingent Fund; the Disabled 
Clergy Fund ; the Permanent Fund ; the Widows and Or- 
phans Fund ; and the Fund for Religious and Theological 
Education. Not to speak of small scattered bands of 
Church people who might also well bear their part in this 
work, we have at least 44 Churches and Missions that 
ought to contribute regularly to these funds; yet how 
does this matter stand? In the first,only nineteen contribu- 
ted, or forty-three per cent of the whole. In the second, 
only twenty-three, or fifty-two per cent. In the third, only 
eight, or eighteen per cent. In the fourth, only four, or 
nine per cent. In the fifth, only four, or nine perceng 

The sum total of the contributions to these five funds was 
$593.85, which is a trifle over what the Contingent Fund 
would amount to, if all contributed as they ought to do, 
and are expected and required to do. It needs no argu- 
ment to show that in this respect at least, we are not as a 
Diocese doing our duty, and that there is urgent need of 
immediate reform. We are not doing justice to ourselves, 
or to our work, and we must continue to suffer; if we con- 
tinue our neglect. 


We have no reason to suppose that the Churches and 
Missions which did contribute to the funds mentioned above 
were any better able to do so than those that failed. —In- 
deed a comparison of the list will show that such was not 
the case, and that had all who were under moral and Can- 
onical obligation made anything like a proportionate con- 
tribution, the sum total instead of having fallen short of 
$600, would have been swelled to nearly $2,000. 

But if we cannot remedy the past, it is entirely possible 
for us to act ina more consistent and business-like way in 
the future. Ten years of faithful and earnest work along 
these lines of recognized duty would seem ‘to put our Dio- 
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cesan organization on a most encouraging basis. Can not 
something be done to stir us all up to the more faithful 
discharge of this duty? 

In conclusion let me say that one of the greatest needs 
of the Diocese is a more thoughtful organization of the 
Parishes and Missions. It must be the care of the Clergy 
to educate the people inthis matter by putting responsibilities 
upon them, and teaching them to bear them when they 
are put upon them. There ought to be on the part 
of our Vestries and Committees and Congregations a more 
faithful and resolute and persistent following along the 
line of this duty than we have yet seen. The secular affairs 
of our Churches and Missions are not very hard to manage, 
either on account of their size or complications. There is 
no reason why any should be helpless in prospect of them. 
However discouraging the situation in any given case, yet 
the duty is plain, for we do not propose to abandon the field. 
In every case something can be done, and the Vestry, the 
Committee, the Congregation, ought to be able to determine 
better than anyone else what that something is. If we 
faint in the day of adversity our strength is small. Let it be 
the high ambition of every Churchand Mission not mere- 
ly to be carried on, but to help to carry others on, to be 
according to opportunity a part of the power that makes 
for progress in the Church. 

We have much to thank God for. We have been en- 
couraged by a steady, healthful growth, we have had peace 
in all our borders, dwelling together as brethren and mutu- 
ally helpful in our work. May the recollections of every 
past mercy invite us to anew consecration of ourselves to 
God's service, and remembering that the time is short, may 
we do with our might what our hands find to do. 

The exalted Saviour has received of His Father the 
promise of the Spirit ; let us seek to have Him shed forth 
abundantly upon us, that we may be Temples of the Holy 
Ghost; and let our daily lives be a psalm of glory to 
God’s name, “unto Him that loved us,and washed us from 
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our sins in His own blood, and has made us a kingdom 
and Priests unto his God and Father, to Him be the glory 
and the dominion for ever and ever.” Amen.

REGISTRAR’S REPORT, 


The Registrar of the Diocese respectfully reports that during the past 
year he has received about fifty Journals from the same number of Dioceses 
and Missionary Districts, and various pamphlets and papers enumerated 
below, which are duly classified in the office. 

He has received from the Bishop ; 

Papers relative to oganization of St. James’ Mission, Lewisburg.

The Committee on Sunday Schools would respectfully report: That inas- 
much as a conference of Sunday School workers held at Philadelphia in Oc- 
tober last, has undertaken to present a scheme for the organization of the 
Sunday School work throughout the country; it has not been deemed advis- 
able to attempt any Diocesan organization until such scheme shall have been 
published. 

And we recommend that whenever the Executive Committee of the 
Sunday School Conference shall issue a call for a meeting to consider the 
scheme of organization, that the Bishop shall appoint a delegate or delegates 
to represent this Diocese at such meeting.

And that suitable instrumentalities be employed to interest the children and 
call out their energies in its behalf.

REPORT: 


The Committee on the Brotherhood beg leave to report that after diligent 
inquiry the following facts have been gathered: The present membership is 
one hundred and fourteen (114), Directly after the organization of the 
Brotherhood, agents were appointed in almost every parish, but since 1882 no 
reports have been sent in, and with the exception of one member no dues 
have been paid this year. From the Treasurer of the Brotherhood we learn 
also that the funds now on hand amount to $122.50, and since the death of 
Rev. Mr. Lea, different Parishes have contributed to the relief of his children 
sums amounting to $176.65; butso far as we can learn, these latter contribu- 
tions are entirely independent of the Brotherhood. Two difficulties seem to 
have arisen which have practically hindered the efficient working of the 
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Brotherhood; one has reference to the Officers,and the other to the Agents and 
members of the organization. The first difficulty is a misunderstanding re- 
garding the relations existing between the Council and the Brotherhood, and 
the second difficulty is a lack of knowledge on the part of agents as to their 
duty. The Council has already removed the first difficulty by the adoption of 
the report of a special committee acting in 1882, in which is declared: ‘We 
believe that the present organization would not be improved by incorporation 
or further legal form.’’ ‘This report says further: ‘“The Brotherhood is and 
ought to be intimately connected with the Diocese. It represents a thoroughly 
laudable object, and is in every way entitled to the cordial support of all who 
desire opportunity to assist an important part of the Church’s responsibilities.” 
The second difficulty, we believe, may be removed by the action of the Board 
of Trustees. We would suggest to them the adoption of such changes in the 
Constitution as were recommended by the Special Committee reporting in 
1881, page 58, which recommendations were endorsed by the Council. Your 
Committee would further recommend that the Board of Trustees inform all 
Agents by circular of the changes made. 

The present necessity, arising from the death of our lamented brother, John 
W. Lea, must appeal to all our hearts; we therefore conclude by urging both 
Clergy and Laity to more strenuous efforts in behalf of this most laudable or- 
ganization. f

The Diocesan Missionary Committee would, in the very outset of their Re- 
port, thankfully acknowledge the continuance ofthat Divine Favor and Bless- 
ing which it has hitherto enjoyed, and by means of which it has been enabled 
to prosecute, without interruption, the important work entrusted to it by the 
Council. At one time the funds in our treasury had reached such a low ebb 
as to warrant serious apprehensions that the stipends due our Missionaries on 
the first of April would not be paid—at least not in fuil. But through God’s 
mercy this calamity was averted. The Bishop’s earnest appeal for help met 
with a liberal response and each of our Missionaries received the full amount 
or his stipend as it fell due. And not only so, but the funds at present in the 
treasury warrant the belief that future demands will be met with equal prompt- 
ness. . 

The balance in the treasury at the last Council was $792.80. To this has 
been added by contributions at home and from abroad the sum of $1408.21. Of 
this there has been paid out to Missionaries $1707.28, leaving $493.73 now in 
the treasury. 

The financial statement will appear all the more encouraging when it is re- 
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membered that from the last Council up to May 15th, not only have all our 
Missionary appointments been continuously filled—with no vacancies at any 
time, and consequently with no dimunition of the stipends promised—which 
has never happened betore; but that, for at least half that time, an additional 
Missionary has been employed. 

At the date mentioned, however, May 15, the Rey. John W. Lea, who 
was appointed in the fall of 1878,a Missionary at various points in the Kanawha 
Valley, and who has ever since continued in that field, rendering most efficient 
service, and accomplishing much permanent good, entered into his rest. Earn- 
est and enthusiastic by nature, and of a most genial disposition, he was, as the 
result of his labors shows, eminently calculated for large usefulness in the 
particular field in which he labored. And it was through his untiring personal 
exertions that the Church in Coal Valley was built, and the Rectory at St. 
Albans remodelled and enlarged, and the Church at Huntington advanced 
nearly to completion, —achievements by means of which the growth and per- 
manent prosperity of our work in the Kanawha Valley have been mightily 
promoted. While, therefore, we grieve for the loss of a ‘‘brother beloved,” 
and a most valued co-laborer, we, at the same time, rejoice to believe that 
having fought a good fight, and finished a good course, he has gone to receive 
that reward which the Lord, whom he so faithfully served, will be certain to 
bestow. 

Although but one Church has been finished and consecrated in the Mission- 
ary field during the past year, yet substantial progress has been made in the 
completion of four, and it is to be hoped that two of them, at least, will be 
ready for consecration before the close of the present season. Besides these, 
the corner stone of one new Church has been laid, a second one put under 
contract and there is every prospect that four, if not five, more will be com- 
menced during this season. One of the Chapels mentioned in last year’s Re- 
‘ port as having been finished and consecrated, has already been enlarged to 
nearly double its original capacity. There are two Parsonages under con- 
tract in the Missionary field, which will doubtless be finished during this sea- 
son, and a heavy debt that rested on another has been entirely liquidated. 


Of the total number of Confirmations, 202, reported by the Bishop, for the 
past year, 111 have been in the Missionary field, and of the whole number in 
six years, viz: 1,111, more than half, 607, have been in the Missionary field. 


The Parish School spoken of in our last Report still continues to do its 
efficient work. The Missionary at that point has been supplied by generous 
friends abroad, with the means of establishing a similar school at another of 
his Missionary points, and will probably have it in operation early in the fall. 
And at still another Missionary point another school has been established 
under most encouraging auspices. The Committee take especial pleasure in 
chronicling the inauguration of these schools, because they regard them as 
second only to the formal preaching of the Gospel as a means of disseminat- 
‘ing sound religious teaching, and for that reason would be glad to see them 
established in every Parish as well as Missionary Station in the Diocese. 

The otitlook before us is eminently encouraging, and the call to continued 
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earnestness and liberality on our part.is clear and emphatic. There remaineth 
-still very much land to be possessed in the name of Christ and His Church. 
And we can not honorably slacken our efforts until all the scattered members 
of our “Household of Faith’? are furnished with the opportunity of regular, 
if not frequent, attendance upon those services which they so dearly love and 
so highly prize. é, 

In conclusion, the Committee feels bound to call renewed attention to one 
of the suggestions made in last year’s Report. And that is, that the several 
Missionary Stations should make earnest and persevering endeavors to become 
self-supporting at the earliest possible day. For, owing to the number of new 
fields which are continually claiming our attention, the demands upon our 
Treasury are steadily increasing, and in all probability will continue to in- 
crease out of proportion to the means at our disposal. We are already furn- 
ishing assistance to 40 out of 50 points in the Diocese at which our services 
are maintained. Unless special efforts are made therefore, to increase the 
funds under our control it is quite likely that we shall be compelled, ere long, 
from sheer lack of means, to turn a deaf ear to some calls which appeal most 
powerfully to our Christian sympathies. And in our opinion, the surest way to 
prevent anything of the sortis the way we have recommended—which is that 
every Station now receiving aid from this Committee should at once inaugur- 
ate measures looking to the complete, or partial surrender of that aid at the 
earliest practicable moment. ‘This is a duty which they owe, not merely to 
those members of our ‘“‘Household of Faith, 
nourishment, but also to their own reputation for true Christian manliness and 


”” who are languishing for spiritual 


independence. For as no child is ever willing to be held up, or led along by 
the hand of another after he feels himself able to walk alone; and not only so, 
but is continually trying experiments to see if he cannot walk without help; 
so every Missionary Station, whilst thankfully acknowldeging the assistance 
by which it has been nursed into health and vigor, should feel itself bound to 
dispense with that assistance just so soon as practicable arrangements can 
be made to that end.

Resolved, That the very able legal opinion of the Hon. Judge A. C. Snyder, 
read before this Council yesterday, touching the true meaning and construction 
of Canon 6, Title A, of the Constitution and Canons of the Diocese, be placed 
in the hands of the Registrar for preservation among our archives. 


The Rev. R. R. Swope, from the Committee on Consti- 
tution and Canons, then made the following report, the 
recommendations of which were, on motion, severally 
adopted. 
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REPORT: 


MARTINSBURG, June, 1884. 
TO THE PRESIDENT AND COUNCIL OF THE DIOCESE OF WEST VA: 

The Committee on Constitution and Canons respectfully report that they 
have considered the proposed change in Canon XI,Sec. 2,0f Title A,and deem 
the matter of such importance, that they desire further time to examine the 
subject and therefore ask that its consideration be deferred until the next 
Council. 

The change in Canon VIII, Title A, “of Special Offerings,’ which proposes 
to strike out the words ‘The Relief of Aged and Disabled Clergymen: the 
support of the Widows and Ophans of Deceased Clergymen,” and insert “The 
fund for Aged and Disabled Clergymen and the Widows and Orphans of 


’ is recommended. 


Deceased Clergymen,’ 

The Amendment to Article XI of the Constitution, which proposes to in- 
sert in line third after the word Clerical, ‘Order entitled to seats in the Coun- 
cil,” is recommended. 

Your Committee would further call attention to the action of the Council 
in adopting an addition to section 6, Canon XI, Title A, which reads “A 
majority of the entire number composing the Vestry, exciusive of the Rector, 
shall be necessary to constitute a quorum of the Vestry for the transaction of 
any business. The Rector shall not vote except as hereinbefore provided.” 
As this language is in conflict with the 1st Section of the Canon which makes 
the Rector a member of the Vestry,and as it deprives him of his right of voting 
in all cases except where a tie exists, it is recommended that the Council re- 
consider the subject.

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Resolved, That a Committee of four—two of the Clergy and two of the 
Laity—be appointed to consider the expediency of establishing a fund for the 
encouragement and assistance of Parochial Schools in this Diocese, and, if 
deemed expedient, to report to the next Council, some plan for the establish- 
ment of said fund. 


The Bishop then appointed as said Committee the Rev. 
Messrs. Tucker and L. R. Mason, and Messrs. N. S. White 
ang ides le uee:

Resolved. That the Conncil endeavor to raise this year, the sum of $500.00 
additional to the amounts now raised for Diocesan Missions,

The Report of the Committee on the State of the Church 
was then read by the Chairman, Rev. R. A. Gibson. 


REPORT oF THE COMMITTEE on THE STATE or THE CHURCH. 


Your Committee, after an examinatign of the documents before them, beg 
leave, respectfully, to report, that the career of prosperity on which the Dio- 
cese entered with the election of its beloved Bishop, six years ago, is, in their 
judgment, still unchecked. 

By our meeting this year in the portion of the Diocese,where the two Coun- 
cils of 1878 were held, the attention of the Committee is naturally turned to 
that period of our Diocesan history. The Bishop’s Address has furnished us 
quite an extended view of the comparison to which we-are thus invited. 

We select, for repetition, one or two facts which seem to us most striking 
illustrations of the advance to which we allude, with the suggestion that by 
the distinct action of the Council, a number of copies of the Address itself be 
ordered from the printer of the Journal, to be circulated in pamphlet form 

‘through the Diocese. 

Thirty-eight Churches, with four others commenced, against twenty-two six 

years ago, and twenty-three Clergy, against twelve in the field at that time, 
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appears to us arecord worthy to be borne in mind; while the state- 
ment of the Bishop that in the building of Churches and Parsonages we have 
expended about $120,000, fills us with wonder and, we trust also, with thank- 
fulness to God, who has thus proved to our people the truth of that word of 
‘His, ‘The liberal man deviseth liberal things, and by liberal things shall he 
stand.”’ 

We note that the number of Confirmations is larger this year than for any 
year since the first, when, in many parts of the Diocese, we were reaping the 
fruits of others’ labors, that the number of Communnicants has increased 
nearly 100, that the Diocesan Missionary Committee has made largely greater 
disbursements to the Missionaries than in any previous year, still retaining, 
however, a fair balance in the Treasury, and that the Trustee ot the Episcopal 
Fund has in his hands $600, in round numbers, which is an entirely unex- 
pected increase over the $150 reported last year. 

It must be stated here that the total of the contributions of the Diocese is 
not as large as last year by $8,000, but on the other hand it is larger than for 
three out of the six years of our existence, and $12,000 greater than year be- 
fore last. Indeed when we think that the the total of contributions in 1883 
was $20,000 more than in 1882, it is no wonder that the standard items set up 
should fail to be maintained. Indeed, for this reason, last year cannot be re- 
garded as a standard. An increase so large must have come from some spec- 
ial and temporary cause. A glance at the statistics shows us the cause in 
the fact that St. Luke’s Church, Wheeling Island, was, last year, built and paid 
for. This year there is no such source of addition to the general revenue, but 
we report $40,000 fairly divided among the different churches. It shows a 
most encouraging increase in the financial strength of the Diocese, and may, 
we think, be taken as an approximate measure of our ability at this time. 

Your Committee feel sure that the Council Brethren have hailed with pleas- 
ure the signs of life exhibited at this Council by the Brotherhood. This noble 
charity, after lying almost dormant for a year or two, has shown itself fully 
capable, when occasion demanded, of prompt and vigorous’action. We trust 
it will be pushed forward to the extreme limit ofits influence, and believe that 
the effect of the resolutions of this Cofncil in connection with it will be stim- 
ulating and helpful. 


The action of the Council at this session, with regard to the Permanent 
Fund of the Diocese, brings that matter specially to our notice. Without 
passing judgment in any way upon that action, we heartily agree in urging 
upon the Council the necessity of attention to the Fund and of increasing the 
collections heretofore made for it. 


“Many Parishes, we find, have done nothing for the Permanent Fund year 
after year, arid with most it has been considered of very inferior importance. 
Your Committee hold this Fund in high estimation, not only for its possible 
use in supplementing deficiencies in the cash salary ot the Bishop, but for its 
employment in acquiring for the Diocese such institutions as necessity may 
demand and prudence allow, as every Diocese ought to have. 

Remembering the truth so tersely expressed by a Bishop of the Church, 
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‘‘Men die, but institutions live,” we earnestly urge upon our brethren the re- 
collection that we are still laying the foundations of a Diocese, and that men, 
perhaps generations to come after us, are to be the judges whether those foun- 
dations are deep and strong. 

Among the many subjects engaging our thoughts in the discussions of the 
Committee, none evoked more unanimity of opinion than the subject of Paro- 
chial Schools. ‘Very necessary, exceedingly valuable, where they may be 
had,” was the Committee’s judgment. 

We believe that some places do not need a Parochial School as much as 
others, and in some where they are needed it is impossible to establish them, 
but we are satisfied also that necessity for them exists in many Parishes where 
it has never been recognized, and that an earnest effort, such as has resulted in 
the founding of the two most useful institutions in Coal Valley and Weston, 
would overcome great obstacles in the way of their attainment. 


It has been suggested to your Committee, even at the risk of repeating that 
which is not only trite but almost axiomatic, that they allude to the magnifi- 
cent results to be obtained in our Diocese by greater care to secure the help in 
all our Parishes of the Women of the Church. We hear of Mission Schools, 
Sewing Schools, Mother’s Meetings, Auxiliaries to the Board of Missions, 
Twenty Minutes Societies,and such like. Are there not in every Parish some, 
who taking hold of work of this kind and laboring faithfully in it, can make it 
a most effectual means of preaching the Gospel to the poor in their own midst, 
or sending it abroad into the world ? 

But the thought of preaching suggests the preacher. The want of our Dio- 
cese is still as was said in the first report of our first Council on the State of the 
Church—an indigenous ministry. O that the number of those whose business 
in life it shall be to proclaim the glad tidings of salvation may be increased ! 
Pray ye, therefore, the Lord of the harvest, that He will send forth laborers 
into His harvest. But how can we direct our labors so as to secure most 
thoroughly its fulfilment among us ? 

To your Committee it seems that in addition to the means ordinarily em- 
ployed, viz: prayer, Christian deportment, cheerful diligence on the part of 
the Clergy, and direct presentation of the subject to young men and boys, this 
also might be used with good effect : 


Let the Christian parents of our Church,Christian workers and Christian min- 
isters turn their own minds and the minds of those on whom they would exert 
an influence, more towards, (the spiritual honor, the genuine nobility,) in one 
word, the self-sacrifice for which the ministry offers an opportunity. Men 
talk about the lack of candidates for the ministry as if it was to be accounted 
for by a change in the position of the Clergy in these days, a loss of the power 
they once so universally wielded. It is said, also, that the alien character of 
their studies from the ordinary pursuits of men drives many off, and that in 
general the want of students for the Ministry is a sign of the waning influence 
of religion. We do not believe it. To our minds it is rather an effect of the 
low and material views of life which prevail, to a great extent, in modern so- 
ciety ; and which, no doubt, affect all forms of thought and feeling religion; 
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among them, but which have not yet become dominant, much less securely en- 
throned. 

The remedy for this is to keep before the minds of the voung, that our life 
“consisteth not in the abundance of the things that we possess,” that it is 
more blessed to give than to receive, and that he lives to the greatest purpose, 
who, at whatever cost to himself, does the greatest good to his fellow-man. » 
The inculcation of these principles would, without fail, replenish the ranks of 
the Christian ministry. When men are found, with little or no difficulty, will- 
ing to give their lives to the exploration of the burning and deadly regions of 
the Dark Continent, on the sole impulse of honor; to brave the horrors of an 
expedition to the neighborhood of the Pole, or to venture upon association 
with wild and fanatical tribes of hostile savages in the interest of justice and 
mercy ; while schools for the training of nurses for the destitute remain open, 
while young persons with prospects in life are still becoming every week or 
month candidates for admission into convents, while name after name is added 
to the list of martrys in the cause of science, we need have no tear that the 
heroic element in human nature has lost its power. ‘To this we must look for 
the increase of the Ministry,and depend upon it, as the quality of our material 
will certainly not deteriorate under such an appeal. So we feel satisfied the 
number of our Ministers and Candidates for Orders will multiply. 

Your Committee would finally congratulate the Diocese upon the harmony 
which has pervaded the present session of the Council where decided opinions 
have been strongly expressed, and antagonistic positions maintained without 
reserve, yet nothing was done or said to mar the tone of friendliness and cor- 
diality it is our desire and pleasure to preserve, one toward another. May the 
the God of all grace keep us in unity of spirit and the bond of peace, and we 
may fervently add, so also, in righteousness of life as well.

REPORT: 


WHEREAS, The Education of Young Men for the Ministry is a matter of 
very great importance, and especially of young men who are natives of this 
State, it is recommended that collections and contributions be frequently 
called for, so that Postulants and Candidates that require such aid can be as- 
sisted therefrom. 

2nd. We recommend, also, the formation of a Diocesan Library and of 
Parish Libraries, from which books may be lent, under regulations, to students 
and others desiring Theological information, etc. . 

3rd. They also recommend, where it is practicable, that Sunday Schools be 
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established in one or more of the country school houses, contiguous to the 
Parish, to be in charge of Laymen of the Parish; and that these Sunday 
Schools should be made, by the Minister, points of Missionary enterprise, and 
should be used for the purpose of extending a familiar knowledge of the Doc- 
trines, Discipline and Worship of this Church among the people at large. 

Further, one of your Committee having visited the Parochial School at 
Coal Valley, under the efficient charge of the Kev. F. K. Leavell, has found it 
in a most flourishing and encouraging condition, and recommend it as an ex- 
ample for others.

The Council will be gratified to observe that the balance, as per statement, 
is $598,03 for the current year to June Ist, 1884, as against the year June Ist, 
1883, of $219,57, showing asteady increase in the capacity of the Diocese as 
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self-sustaining. The Trustee, under the circumstances further says, that as he 
~ is advised, the balance to the credit of the Fund in the Commercial Bank of 
Wheeling, is $617.31, or $19.28 more than shown above. How this occurred 
he cannot now say as all his papers, private as well as those belonging to the 
Church, were merged in the great flood and are still in the confusion which 
that disaster produced. ‘The apparent discrepancy is, however, in favor of the 
Fund. 

For the same reason he is unable at this time to make out the separate ac- 
counts of the Parishes“bound to make specific contributions. But a glance at 
the recorded papers, and at the general result obtained, will show the gratify- 
ing promptitude with which these parties have generally met their responsi- 
bilitity and discharged their duties. There is yet a large amount due from St. 
John’s, Charleston, which, from his general recollection and other facts, he esti- 
mates at about $100 per annum. Add thisto the fund and it will make the 
showing as to the ability of the Diocese fo sustain itself more complete. I 
make this statement at this time in view of advanced age and uncertainty as to 
the contingencies of life and the present condition of things,

Special mention should also be made of Bishop Jaggar and the Rev. Wm. 
Bower of the Diocese of Ohio, together with Dr. Meade’s Church in W. Phila., 
through Miss Bessie Sharpless, who out of sympathy with the disabled con- 
dition of the Parish aided largely in the reduction of the debt upon the Rec- 
tory. Dr. Robert Henry and Mrs, Anna Wetherill, of Phila., sent $50.00 to 
the sufferers.

Adopted by the Fighth Annual Council, Fune 3rd, 1885. 
ORGANIZATION. 


ist. The Council shall be opened each day with prayer. 
2nd, After the call to order, no member shall remain 
standing, nor afterward stand, except to address the Chair. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


ist. After the organization of the Council, the following 
order of business shall be observed: 

The appointment of a committee on the Credentials of 
Lay Delegates. 

The appointment of a Treasurer pro tempore, when the 
Treasurer is absent. 

The adoption of rules of order. 

The reading of the journal of the preceding day. 

The reading of the pastoral address. 

The appointment of committees. 

Reports of standing committees. 

Reports of special committees. 

Unfinished business. 

2nd, There shall be appointed by the President, not later 
than the second day of the Council, unless otherwise direc- 
ted, the following standing committees, to consist of an 
equal number of each order: | 

A Committee on the State of the Church, to whom shall 
be referred the address of the Bishop on the opening of the 
Council. 
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A Committee on Parochial reports. 

A Committee on the admission of new Parishes. 

A committee on the Episcopal Fund, and the Permanent 
Fund.

ORDER OF DEBATE. 


ist. Whena motion is made and seconded, it shall be sta- 
ted by the President, and if in writing, be read by the Secre- 
tary before debated. 

2nd. After a motion is stated by the President, or read by 
the Secretary, it shall be deemed in possession of the Coun- 
cil, but may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before 
amendment or decision, with the consent of his second. 

3rd. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the 
President or any member require it. 

4th. No new motion or proposition shall be admitted un- 
der color of amendment, as a substitute for the motion or 
proposition under debate, 

5th. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be 
received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the pre- 
vious question, to postpone indefinitely, to postpone toa 
certain day, to commit, or to amend, which several motions 
shall have precedence in the order enumerated ; and the first 
three shall be decided without debate. 

6th. The previous question shall be admitted only when 
demanded by a majority of the members present. It shall 
be in this form: ‘ Shall the main question be now put ?” 
and until decided, all debate and amendment are precluded. 

7th. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and 
shall be decided without debate, 

8th. When a member desires to speak in debate, or pre- 
sent any matter to the Council, he shall rise from his seat, 
and respectfully address himself to the President, and shall

confine himself to the question under debate, avoiding all 
personality. 

oth. If any member transgress the rules of the Council, 
the President shall, or any member may, call him to order ; 
in which case the member so called to order shall imme- 
diately take his seat, unless permitted to explain. If the 
ruling of the President be appealed from, the Council shall, 
decide the question without debate. 

1oth. When two or more members rise at once, the 
President shall decide who is entitled to the floor. 

11th. No member shall speak more than twice to the 
same question, without leave of the Council. 

12th. The vote on all questions shall be taken by ayes 
and noes, whenever three members require it. 

13th. Any member may call for a division of the question 
where the sense will admit of it, but a motion to strike out 
and to insert shall be deemed indivisible. 

14th. Every member who may be in the house when the 
question is put shall give his vote, unless the Council, for 
special reasons, shall excuse him. 

15th. No member shall vote upon a question, in. the deci- 
sion of which he is immediately and personally interested. 

16th. Upon a division and count of the Council on any 
question, no member shall be counted who is not within the 
limits assigned as seats to the members. 

17th. When a question has been decided by the Council, 
or postponed indefinitely, it may bé reconsidered upon 
motion made by a member voting in the majority : provided, 
such motion be made on the same or next or succeeding 
day of the session. 


GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


ist. No member shall absent himself from the meetings 
of the Council without leave, unless he be sick, or unable 
to attend. 
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2nd. The President shall, at his discretion, select suitable 
seats without the limits of those allotted to the use of the 
members, which shall be appropriated to the accommoda- 
tion of visiting Clergymen and Candidates for Orders, who 
may be invited by the Rector or Wardens of the Church 
in which the meetings of the Council are held, under the 
directions of the President and Council.

ST. JAMES’ CHuRCH, LEwisBurG, W. Va., 
Wednesday, Fune 3d, 1585. 


This being the day and place appointed for the assem- 
bling of the Eighth Annual Council of the Diocese of 
West Virginia, the Council met for Divine Service at half- 
past ten oclock, A. M.

Immediately after the conclusion of the Services the 
Council was call2d to order by the Bishop.

Sunday, May roth——Preached A. M.and P. M. in Trinity 
Church, Parkersburg; also on Thursday, 14th, Ascension 
Day. 


Sunday, May 17th——Preached A. M. and P. M. in Cal- 
vary Church, Coal Valley, at the second Service confirmed 
three. I also addressed the Sunday School, 
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Monday, May 18th--Preached in the Church of the 
Redeemer, Ansted, and confirmed one. At these points we 
have parochial Schools in successful operation, and I cannot 
but regard such work as that to which we must turn our at- 
tention more in the future, 


Tuesday, May roth——Preached in the Church of the As- 
cension, Hinton, and confirmed four. 


Wednesday, May 20th.—Attendeda meeting of the Trus- 
tees of the Seminary, in Richmond, Virginia. 


Friday, May 22d.--With a delegation of Clergymen and 
Laymen attended the Council of Virginia, and formally 
greeted them, in the name of West Virginia, on the occa- 
sion of the one hundredth Anniversary of their Diocesan 
Organization. 


Saturday, May 23d¢—Preached in All Saints’ Church, 
Union. 


Sunday, May 24th——A. M. preached in the same Church 
and at night in the Presbyterian Church, Alderson’s, and 
confirmed two. 


Thursday, May, 28th—Visited Beverly, in company with 
several of the Clergy, and after Sermon by the Rev. R. A. 
Gibson, in the Presbyterian Church, I briefly addressed the 
congregation. 


Iriday, May 29th-——Preached in the Union Church, at 
Mingo Flats. 


Sunday, May 31st--In the grove at Clover Lick, after 
Sermon by the Rev. Mr. Gibson, I confirmed one. On the 
evening of the same day, I preached in the Presbyterian 
Church at Huntersville. 
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Monday, June rst——Held Service in the Presbyterian 
Church in Hillsboro. Rev. Mr. Gibson preached. 


My visit through Randolph and Pocahontas Counties 
has convinced me that we have a good prospect for growth 
in this part of the State. Many persons are waiting to re- 
ceive us. The problem is how are we to gotothem. It 
seems almost impossible that our Missionaries should de- 
vote more time than they do to these outlying regions ; it 
is believed, however, that those brethren who occupy set- 
tied Parishes might sometimes spend a few days at the 
outposts. They would be refreshed in their own spirit and 
would help forward the work of the Church.

Samuel H. Griffith to the Diocese of Maryland. The Rev. 
Kensey J. Hammond has accepted the charge of Trinity 
Church, Moundsville, in addition to his other work, pro- 
posing to give up Ravenswood Parish. The Rev. Mr. Gantt 
has accepted the charge of St. Luke’s, Wheeling, although 
not yet formally transferred. 


In my address last year I tried to direct the mind of the 
Council to the importance of a more thorough parochial 
organization, and a more systematic working of that organ- 
ization to meet both the local and the general needs of the 
Church. Another year’s experience has only made me 
feel still more sensibly the great necessity for a resolute re- 
form just in this direction. | 


We need, on the part of the people, a more full and unre- 
served recognition of their duties to the Parish, and on the 
part of the Parish—both Clergy and people— a more full 
and unreserved recognition of their duties to the Diocese. 
If a careless individualism cripples the Parish, a selfish and 
lawless congregationalism cripples the Diocese. 


We do not need to create any additional machinery, but 
to infuse life into what we have, and to deepen the sense of 
responsibility. As helping to accomplish this, I have re- 
quested the Vestries and Missions’ Committees throughout 
the Diocese to make a Report of such things as properly 
come under their cognizance, and these Reports are ready 
with this address to go before the Committee on the State 
of the Church. I think it would be well for the Council to 
consider the expediency of making it the Canonical duty 
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of the Vestries and Committees to make such report annu- 
ally, 


I am disposed to think that the habit that has so long 
prevailed, of looking to the Clergyman only for Reports, 
in regard to all parochial matters, even those that are of a 
strictly business character, is not. calculated to develop a 
sense of responsibilities in the Vestries and Committees, 
who are expected, inconnection with the Minister, to look 
after the general interests of the Church. It is not pro- 
posed to make any change in the duties of the Clergy, in 
rendering Reports, but in the interests of a more efficient 
organization, to extend the obligations of reporting, to the 
Vestries and Committees, as regards those things in which 
they have authority and obligation. 


The Canons which have reference to the care of Church 
property, the maintenance of Services, the regular offerings 
and assessments are made not for the Clergy only, but for 
the whole Church; and the Vestries and Committees, as 
well as the Ministers, ought to feel an obligation resting 
upon them to see that they are faithfully carried out. It is a 
very grave matter for the Council to pass laws and allow them 
to remain a dead letter. If we are content to have it so, 
our organization is after all only a rope of sand. In some 
Dioceses the representation of a Parish in the Annual 
Council is made dependent on the discharge of its Canoni- 
cal obligations. Itis hoped, that if the Council shall be pleas- 
ed to adopt the recommendations requiring a report direct- 
ly from the lay officers of the Parishes and Missions, that 
this may prove sufficient. 


And at the same time I suggest to the Council to con- 
sider by what means it can extend the Canonical obligations 
beyond the regularly organized Parishes, so as to embrace 
the Missions of all kinds, and even the scattered Communi-. 
cants. When you consider how large a number of our 
Communicants are outside of the regularly organized Par- 
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ishes, the importance of some such measure will more 
clearly appear. Weare in just sucha condition that we 
cannot allow any part of our force to be unemployed, We 
are few in numbers and limited in resources, yet if all will 
wheel into line, Parishes and Missions and scattered com- 
msnitants, the work of the Diocese will go forward with 
comparative ease and success. 


And it ought to be remembered that in perfecting our 
existing organization, and making it work efficiently, a 
great deal depends upon the Ministers in charge ; not only 
upon the persistence, but upon the judgment with which 
they stimulate and direct the people of their charge. 


We must, my Brethren, learn more to emulate the ex- 
ample of the great Apostle, who, without sacrifice of dig- 
nity or compromise of principle became all things to all 
men, that he might save some. 


I call your attention again to the Missionary Enrollment 
Plan. It is desired before the General Convention of 1886 
to enroll every one who is willing to pay five dollars into 
the Treasury of the Church. It is proposed by this plan 
to relieve and strengthen the general missionary work of 
the Church. [I have appointed Mr. Edmund I. Lee and 
Mr. Thomas Potts, both of Shepherdstown, to have charge 
of the execution of the work in West Virginia. I cordial- 
ly commend the enrollment plan to all our people, and trust 
that the Diocese will not be found wanting. 


The Committee having charge of the Episcopal Res- 
idence will, no doubt, present to the Council a Report of 
what they have done, and the present condition of the 
work. At.the Council which met in Point Pleasant, in June, 
1882, I suggested in my Address that a permanent resi- 
dence be provided for the Bishop of the Diocese, and now 
at the expiration of three years’ time we see the consum- 
mation of the plan. A Commodious, comfortable, and 
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substantial residence has been provided on a most eligible 
lot, and the whole at a minimum cost. I feel that we have 
a house with which the Diocese may be entirely satisfied ; 
while nothing has been spared which could give the house 
real value. There has been no lavish, no useless expense. 
The Committee deserve your thanks for their work. — 


The action of the last General Convention in regard to 
the enrichment of the Prayer Book is well known to the 
Church at large, but I hereby formally notify the Diocese 
by laying before this Council a certified copy of the altera- 
tions and additions in the Book of Common Prayer, which 
were proposed in the General Convention of 1883, and are 
to be acted on at the General Convention of 1886. 

The Committee representing this Diocese at the late 
Virginia Centennial Council was most cordially received. 
At the proper time a full report will be made to the 
Council. 


The general condition of the Diocese is encouraging. 
At the end of seven years I find no abatement of zeal and 
activity among our people, but, on the contrary, rather an 
increase; our Churches have been engaged in a most nec- 
essary work of self-equipment, and while that may not be 
yet altogether complete, so much has been accomplished 
that I can safely say we were never in so good a condition 
for our work as we are to-day. Prejudices against our 
Church have given away before the kindly and faithful 
preaching of the word and the ministering of the Doctrine 
of Christ as this Church hath received the same. Many 
doors stand open wide. We may hope that the next seven 
years will witness such a strengthening and development 
of our existing organizations, parochial and missionary, as 
will fairly establish us in every part of this wide domain. 
To understand what we want to do and can do, we have 
but to look around and see what has been done. The 
meeting of our Council here to-day tells the story. Seven 
years ago there seemed to be no place in which it was less 
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likely that we should be established, than in Greenbrier 
County. Seven years ago we had no organization, no pro- 
perty, and only a handful of communicants ; now we have 
three Churches, a parsonage, and a small private chapel— 
property worth $12,000, and about sixty communicants, and 
not only so, but the County is becoming a centre for the 
supply of other points. This history has been in some 
measure repeated elsewhere, and we have reason to believe 
that it will yet receive fresh illustration. 


Only let us, dear Brethren, be more fully imbued with 
the Spirit of Christ. What have we yet done that is worthy 
to be compared with what we ought to have done, and 
might have done for Him? As we look around at home 
and abroad we see that the Harvest is plenteous and the 
laborers few; let us pray the Lord of the Harvest to send 
forth laborers, and while we pray let us all, in our vocation 
and ministry, whatever it may be, work more earnestly for 
God while it is called to-day, knowing that the night com- 
eth when no man can work. In view of the work of an- 
other year, I commend you all to God and to:the word of 
His Grace. .

REPORT. 


CHARLESTOWN, JUNE, 1885. 


The Standing Committee beg leave to report, that since the last Annual 
Council, of the Diocese ‘‘The Testimonials’? have been signed for the conse- 
cration of the Rev. Dr. Nelson S. Rulison, Assistant Bishop elect of Central 
Pennsylvania; of the Rev. Dr. Wm. Paret, Bishop elect of Maryland; and 
of the Rev. Dr. George Worthington, Bishop elect of Nebraska. 

The Rev. R. Grattan Noland has been recommended for Priests’ Orders, 
and the following have been recommended for Deacons’ Orders: J. B. 
Fitzpatrick, Henry T. Wirgman, and Howard McQueary ; with recommenda- 
tion for their ordination before the expiration of three years from their admis- 
sion as candidates. 

Also recommendation of Mr. J. B. Fitzpatrick to the Bishop for a dispen- 
sation from the learned languages. 

Also gave consent to the sale of an old log church, built about seventy years 
ago, near Cold Stream, in Hampshire County, West Virginia.

The Rev. R. A. Gibson, Chairman of the Committee ap- 
pointed to represent this Diocese at the Centennial Celebra- 
tion of the Diocese of Virginia, then read the annexed Re- 
port. 


“REPORT. 


Your Committee, appointed to attend the Centennial Celebration of the Di- 
ocese of Virginia, beg leave, respectfully, to report, that on Friday, May 22, 
1885, they presented themselves in the Council of Virginia. They were 
headed by the Bishop and consisted of Revs. R. A. Gibson, T. H. Lacy, 
D.D,, Fs Ke Leavell, B.D: Roller, Col W. <P iGraighills tion. toeorsr, 
Thompson, Messrs. Edmund I. Lee and Benjamin Hurxthall. Bishop 
Whittle welcomed the visitors and invited them to seats. Bishop Peterkin 
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said in reply that not to occupy too much the time of the Council, he had re- 
quested Rev. R. A. Gibson to prepare a paper which he would read. 

Mr. Gibson then addressed the Council as follows : 

At a meeting of the annual Council of the Diocese of West Virginia, held 
in May, 1884, on the recommendation of a Committee appointed to con- 
sider a suggestion made by the Bishop, the following resolution was adopted : 

«That the Bishop appoint a Committee, of such composition as to number 
and order as he shall think best, to attend the celebration of the Centennial of 
the Diocese of Virginia and represent this Diocese.” 

In pursuance then of the resolution aforesaid, and by the appointment of 
our Bishop, we, a delegation of Clergy and laymen, appear among you on this 
auspicious occasion to represent the Diocese of West Virginia. 


For 254 years (1607—1861) under the same political rule; for 271 years 
(1607—1878) in identical relations, whether hindering or helpful, with the 
Church at large; for 87 years rejoicing in the personal supervision and minis- 
tration of the same Bishop, we cannot in a day or week forget that long and 
eventful connection, and we promise ourselves that while remembered by us 
or by our children, it shall not be ignored. To-day the mother keeps her 
birthday, and the daughter, an only child, fearless of presuming on Ker priv- 
ileges, comes back to the homestead to pay her filial respects. 


In our opigion the history of the Church in Virginia, and especially of its 
revival between the years 1814 and 1845—a period which includes the conse- 
cration of Bishops Moore, Meade, and Johns—should be known to the 
Church people of West Virginia as well as to those who march under the 


standard of the old Diocese. To us it reads like a romance. 

Contemplating the depressed condition of the Church in the infant Com- 
monwealth at the close of the Revolution, and the failure for thirty years after 
of every effort to revive her, we are drawn into a realizing sympathy with the 
hopelessness, if not the apathy which seemed during those dark days to have 
fettered her hands. Served only by ministers holding their commission from 
a Church identified with an alien Government; stripped of her property by 
the acts of her own legislators, many of whom had followed her sons in their 
struggle for liberty; regarded aslegitimate prey by hostile sectaries of every 
name; reduced in number of Parishes to less than one-half, and in Clergy to 
the pitiful count of twenty-eight; suffering in several instances from the im- 
moral conduct of her ordained representatives ; without episcopal supervision, 
without clerical organization, without power to increase her ministry, we cease 
to wonder that the religion of her people took narrower forms than those 
encouraged by her teaching, and that scepticism and wordliness ran riot in 
our Zion, The necessity of an outward organization of the Church for the 
‘“preservation of the faith once delivered to the saints’? was never perhaps, in 
history, more thoroughly exemplified. 

But to our minds the other side of this picture is not less striking nor less 
full of instructive lessons. ‘The first Convention of 1785 and the consecration 
of Bishop Madison in 1790 were efforts after organization, which, to a great 
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entent failed of their object. The additions to the strength of the Diocese, 
made in the ordination of the Rev. William Meade, and the consecration of 
Bishop Moore, however valuable in themselves, seemed utterly inadequate to 
the task of resuscitating the dying. And the burning of the Richmond The- 
atre in 1811 was an event as foreign as possible to our conception of the con- 
ditions of Church growth. Yet these incidents combined, conspired, let us 
rather say, to raise the Church in the State of Virginia from the throes of im- 
minent dissolution to a position of commanding influence in the State and 
Nation. It is very wonderful, and yet not more so than the record of the 
awakening itself. For not like an invalid recovering from wasting illness, but 
like a giant refreshed with sleep, the Church spirit of the Old Dominion, 
throughout its borders, and by a single impulse, bestirred itself. The Valley 
of the Shenandoah, then a new land and full of lusty life, called to the reg- 
ions adjacent to thesea, and the fertile many-fountained slopes lying along the 
mountains’ feet repeated the summons and echoed the ready reply. 

To a mind in sympathy with the people among whom this movement took 
place, and especially with the cause it furthered, and whose success it assured, 
few epochs in our history are more affecting. Jerusalem awoke and put on 
her strength, careless, men say, of the beautiful garments in which that strength 
should be arrayed, but majestic in the earnestness of her purpose. 

In 1815 Bishop Moore made an encouraging report to the Convention ; in 
1830 there were one hundred organized Parishes in the Diocese ; “in 1845, two 
hundred Parishes, one hundred Clergy, and fifty persons hide for the Min- 
istry, gave full occupation to two Bishops. A period, we remark, of thirty 
years, which it is impossible not to contrast with the thirty years preceding— 
during which the Clergy list, small to begin with, had steadily decreased until 
only seven could be gotten together for the important work of electing a 
Bishop. 

The story is told in brief on the monument of Bishop Moore, which, al- 
most hidden among the trees of Shockoe-Hill cemetery, is yet a shrine towards 
which the feet of every Virginia Churchman should at some time be turned. 
Part of the inscription runs thus: “In the Convention that called him to the 
Episcopate there were only seven members; at the time of his death there 
were ninety-five Clergymen in the Diocese of Virginia.’’ Truly, God’s ways 
are not our ways, and the indications of His providential care over His 
Church, afforded in the events to which this slight reference is made, we of 
West Virginia would not fail to recall; if for no other reason for this, that 
from there we may gain renewed assurance of the divine favor on a similar 
task, which in His name we have set for ourselves. Nor would we forget the 
men whose names are identified with this noble movement. Bishop Moore— 
‘with many distinguished qualifications for the work of revival’’—gracious, 
eloquent, and loving. 

Bishop Meade, wise, untiring, indomitable, and in the discharge of duty at 
home and abroad absolutely fearless. A born leader of men, his figure would 
be conspicuous in any group where it might be found. Wilmer and Norris, 
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who brought to us from Maryland their varied gifts and acquirements in an- 
swer to our appeal, “‘Come over and help us.’’ Balrhanin, generous and dis- 
interested, occupying an advance post in the good old town of Winchester. 
Syme, who by virtue of a blameless life and a commanding position on Court- 
house Hill, held the fort in Petersburg. 

Buchanan, the approved preacher, the unequalled reader, the genial com- 
panion, the bounteous friend, of whom a contemporary wrote immediately 
after his death : “‘The Saviour said, ‘Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart, with all thy soul, and with all thy mind. This is the first and 
great commandment, and the second is like unto it, Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself.’ These two laws were written on the tablets of this excellent 
man’s heart.’ No Christian ever had a higher eulogy. 


And side by side with these, as from the section of the old State from which 
our Diocese is framed, we particularly mention Benjamin Allen, of whom it 
is recorded that in his ministry he left few neighborhoods in Jefferson and 
Berkeley unfrequented, and by reason of the fact that he read, meditated, and 
composed, and perhaps, like Czesar, wrote on horseback, was ready to preach 
wherever he came. John Thompson Brooke; whose first charge was Martins- 
burg and Hedgesville, and whose finished sermons were written only on the 
pages of his wonderful memory. 


Joseph Doddridge, M. D., who besides ministering to a congregation on 
the hills of Brooke County, and preaching in Wheeling, confers upon Virginia 
the honor of sending the first Episcopal missionary into Ohio, where he or- 
ganized five Parishes. John Armstrong, first Rector in Wheeling, whose 
ministry, whether we know anything else of it or not, has one infallible seal 
—his worthy son William succeeded in time to the father’s work. In these 
men, their virtues, and the memory of their labors, we here claim a heritage, 
which for West Virginia and her children we desire to make perpetual. 

But West Virginia is a Diocese, complete in equipment, developing in 
strength, already comparative statistics being the witness, holding no mean place 
among the Churches. Adopting the language of the preface to the Prayer 
Book, we think proper to make here the grateful acknowledgment that the 
Church we represent ‘is indebted under God for its first foundation and a long 
continuance of nursing care and protection’’ to the Church in Virginia. 

It is a source of gratification to us that many of your Clergy—among them 
Bishop Whittle —ministered in our Parishes; that the first missionaries from 
Virginia, to Virginia west of the Alleghanies—the Rev. Charles Page and the 
Rev. William Lee—were sent by the Association of the Valley—an organiza- 
tion which, under the name of the Valley Convocation, by its generous disre- 
gard of State lines, still binds the two Dioceses together; that for years the 
occupants of most of our pulpits were assigned to their posts by the Bishop 
of Virginia; that our Clergy were from the Virginia Seminary, and our Laity 
took lessons in Church Legislation in your Councils. If, in this last connect- 
ion, it should ever be agreed that improvements have been made on the copy, 
surely the teacher will rejoice in the pupil’s aptness. 
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It is not, however, characteristic of our western people to dwell long, cer- 
tainly not exclusively, on the past. Looking to a future to be marked by 
achievements greater than any we have yet seen, we value chiefly the present 
as the period in which our part, if done at all, is to be performed. And to- 
day West Virginia counts its relation to the old Diocese both interesting and 
important. 

The endowment of $5,000 received when we were starting our organization 
has, with other funds, enabled us to provide a substantial and commodious 
house for our Bishop, situated on a hill overlooking one of the most beautiful 
valleys in this country, and not less desirably located ecclesiastically. 


The position accorded us on the Board of Trustees of the Seminary of Vir- 
ginia is a gratifying one. Whether we had any voice in the management of 
the institution or not, we believe it would still be ‘our Seminary,” but under 
the present organization the bond is even closer and more secure. 

Our contributions for Religious and Theological education are handed over 
in bulk to the Virginia Education Society, and the act is regarded by us, not 
as a return for the aid afforded us by that Society, but as a recognition of its 
generosity. 

For the benefits, therefore, which at this very time the Diocese of West 
Virginia is receiving from Virginia, we take this occasion of general gather- 
ing and mutual congratulations to express our obligations. In Smith’s history 
of Virginia it is related that “the first religious Services in the Colony were 
held by the Church of England—chaplain, good Parson Hunt—under an 
awning and common tent.’’ So small was the beginning of the Church to 
which we give our allegiance. How that tent has stretched! The dimen- 
sions ascribed in an eastern story to a shelter of that kind are not worthy to 
be its measure—that, the creation of an Oriental imagination, when folded, 
could be carried in the hand; but when pitched, accommodated an army. 
The awning under which the Church in Virginia first gathered has spread its 
folds over a State !—two ‘States—may we not say half a continent? And still 
the command comes to lengthen our cords and to strengthen our stakes.— 
Truth is stranger than fiction. In our case, as well as in that of the world 
at large, the prophecy has been fulfilled; ‘‘The little one shall become a 
thousand and the small one a strong nation.” 


Brethren of Virginia, the West Virginia delegation is hereto day to mingle 
with yours thanksgivings for favors received in the past. We are here, also, 
to supplicate with you the Throne of Grace that in love and in zeal we may 
walk worthy of the vocation wherewith as Christians and as Churchmen we 
are called. 

Such an answer to our prayers, as we may reasonably expect, will furnish 
ground for renewed thanksgiving a hundred years hence. 

On the next day Judge Sheffey, from the Committee appointed to prepare a 
reply to the congratulations extended bythe Diocese of West Virginia, report- 
ed the following resolution : 

Lesolved, That the Council of the Diocese of Virginia desires to express its 
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cordial and grateful appreciation of the centennial greeting so eloquently and 
so affectionately tendered to the Diocese on yesterday by the Bishop and other 
deputies from the Diocese of West Virginia. In this the hundredth anniver- 
sary of the orderly reorganization of the Church in her borders in 1785, the 
mother Diocese with warm heart and just maternal pride returns the greeting 
of her daughter, and rejoices to point to her as one of her jewels; and she 
humbly prays that the mother and the daughter may continue to walk togeth- 
er in love and in the unity of common spirit to set forward and maintain the 
precious “faith once delivered to the saints.”

The President of the Brotherhood begs leave to submit to the Council the 
following Report: 

From 1881 until this year the Brotherhood has done little, not enough to be 
the subject of a Report. The fact is due to two causes: first, that in the year 
named a doubt was suggested as to the relation of the Brotherhood to the 
Council, which was not removed for some time; and second, because an oc- 
casion for the services of the organization never arose until the death of the 
Rev. J. W. Lea, in 1884. 

The Report of the Treasurer shows there was paid to his family the sum 
of ¢464.82. The Council will be pleased to see that nothing except an occa- 
sion was wanted to develop in our Brotherhood a power capable of good re- 
sults. The Board of Trustees has adopted the change in the Constitution 
recommended by the Special Committee reporting in 1881, and notified its 
agents of its action. 

A detailed statement of the Treasurer is filed with this Report.

The Rev. Dallas Tucker then offered a Preamble and 
Resolution in reference to the Amended Prayer Book, which, 
with a verbal amendment to the Resolution, were adopted as 
follows : 


WHEREAS, The last General Convention of our Church engaged in the 
work of the Revision of the Prayer Book, and it seems desirable that the 
opinion of the people, Clergy and Laity, on this subject should be ascertained 
as Clearly as possible, and made known in a proper manner to the next Gen- 
eral Convention; therefore be it 

Resolved, 1. That the Bishop be requested to appoint a Committee of nine 
(9), consisting of five Clergymen and four Laymen, to consider the proposed 
changes and report to the next Council of this Diocese. 

Resolved, 2. That this Committee, when appointed, be divided by the 
Chairman thereof into three equal sections, to each of which shall be referred 
for consideration, some fair proportion of the Proposed Changes; that the re- 
sults of the work of each section shall be submitted in writing to each of the 
other two sections for their separate consideration; and this being done, that 
the Proposed Changes, as a whole, shall be considered and finally acted on 
by the whole Committee, or a majority thereof, assembled for that purpose. 

Resolved, 3. That the Clergy and Laity of this Diocese be and are hereby 
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invited to submit in writing to the Committee anv suggestions, pertaining to 
this work, they may desire. 

Resolved, 4. That this action of the Council, besides its publication in the 
annual Journal, be printed in the “Church News,” and by that agency or by 
slips, be notified, as far as possible, to every Communicant in the Diocese, in 
order that the next Council may be specially prepared to give to the Deputies 
to the next General Convention, from this Diocese, such intimation of its 
wishes as may then seem appropriate. 


The Tellers at this time made a Report which showed 
that the Rev. Mr. Roller, and Messrs. White and Henshaw 
had been elected to the Committee on the Constitution and 
Canons, leaving two vacancies to be filled; whereupona new 
vote was ordered. Pending this vote the hour of eleven 
arrived, whereupon the Council adjourned for the purpose 
of attending Divine Service.

The Rev. Mr. Tucker, in behalf of the Ladies of the 
Mexican League in his Parish, then offered the following 
Preamble and Resolution: 


The Zion Church Branch of the Mexican League, having the work in 
Mexico deeply at heart, and being assured by the General Secretary of the 
Mexican League that there still remains in connection with that work much—and 
notably, Mrs. Hooker’s orphanage—that is deserving of our earnest prayers 
and generous support, would beg leave to bring this matter distinctly before this 
Diocese, and, if possible, to form a Diocesan branch of the Mexican League, 
with sub-branches in every Parish. It is believed that such a Diocesan or- 
ganization, fully officered and well managed, would not only be of great service 
to a Mission now suffering through the indifference of our Church people, but 
by enlisting many of our people in some definite work would greatly stimu- 
late their interest in Missions generally. Our own semi-monthly meetings, at 
which both prayer and praise are offered to God and general missionary arti- 
cles read, have been found very helpful in keeping alive among our people an 
interest, not only in Mexico, but in other missionary fields as well. Yet it is 
in behalf of the former that we make special appeal at this time. Here, how- 
ever, in many respects, the condition of things is far from encouraging. We 
have much left worth preserving and a number of self-sacrificing workers, 
greatly destitute and wholly dependent on the Church in the United States, to 
whom they have a right to look for sympathy and assistance. Surely it is not 
for our people to yield the field on the first appearance of difficulty, much less 
to desert those who in response to our, appeal, and at great sacrific to them- 
selves, having taken their stand on the side of ‘‘pure and undefiled religion,” 
are still laboring in its cause. 

Whatever others may therefore do, it is earnestly hoped that the Church in 
West Virginia will rally to the support of this work, and organize as it is pro- 
posed, a Diocesan Branch of the Mexican League. To accomplish this it is, 
we believe, needful that the Rector of each Parish shall. place the claims of 
this work before his people, and endeavor to enlist the interest of some active 
persons in such an organization. Asa helpful step towards this deserved end, 
the Zion Church Branch of the Mexican League respectfully asks the Council 
of our Church in West Virginia to pass the following resolution : 
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Resolved, That this Council recommend the formation in this Diocese of a 
Diocesan Branch of the Mexican League, and urge, therefore, the Rector of 
each Parish to organize in connection with his work, a society in the interest 
of our Church’s mission in Mexico. 


This last the Rev. Dr. Lacy moved to amend by adding 
these words at its close : 


And the work of preaching the Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ, as fos- 
tered by our Church. 


After some discussion, a motion was made to lay the 
whole subject on the table ; which was lost. 


The Rev. R. A. Gibson then offered the following sub- 
stitute, which, after some further discussion was adopted : 


Resolved, That we have received with pleasure the communication from 
the ladies of Zion Church, Charlestown, with reference to the Mexican Mis- 
sion, and recommend the work to the loving interest and sympathy of the 
several congregations of the Diocese.

REPORT. 


To THE COUNCIL OF THE DIOCESE OF WEST VIRGINIA, LEWISBURG. 


Your Committee on the Episcopal Residence respectfully report that in 
compliance with resolution of last Council, a contract was made September 
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Ist, 1884, to build a residence meeting the wants of our Bishop, and having 
his approval, for the sum of $7,213. Unavoidable delay in making a contract 
earlier gave barely time to get the building under roof before the winter, work 
was, however, resumed early in the spring, and the house is now so nearly fin- 
ished that we may expect to have it ready for occupancy in three or four 
weeks. 

The building is of brick, substantially and well built, with a stone founda- 
tion, slate and tin roof, presenting a very handsome appearance, on one of the 
mort desirable lots in the city. 

The oversight of the building has been under charge of the architect, Mr. 
Julius Schubert, to whom we pay $175 for plans, and $175 for his supervision. 
The other expenses connected with the building will be shown as far as pro- 
gressed by the Treasurer’s report herewith presented. 

It will require all of the appropriation to complete the work, including gra- 
ding, enclosing, out buildings, etc., and there may be some improvements that 
it will be well to add, but it is purposed carefully to avoid any expenditure be- 
yond the money at hand. 

As before said, it is expected that the residence and outside improvements 
will probably be fully finished in a few weeks,—say by July Ist next, when it 
will be handed over to the charge of the “Trustees of the Permanent Fund,” 
as provided by Canon; and it is requested that you will authorize your Com- 


mittee then to be discharged.

Your Committee on the Episcopal and Permanent Funds respectfully report 
that they have examined the Reports of the Trustee of the Episcopal Fund 
and the Treasurer of the Permanent Fund, and find them satisfactory. 

Your Committee is especially gratified to know that the assumed obligations 
of the Diocese to the Bishop’s support have been met promptly, and notwith- 
standing a reported deficiency on the part of some Parishes, there is still a bal- 
ance of $242.05 in the hands of the Trustee. 

The Permanent Fund, as usual, is far behind the canonical requirements. 
Canon VIII of Title A-has been complied with in this particular by only 12 
Parishes and 5 Missions, and yet the amount of contributions this year is 
$197,76 in excess of 1883. There was no Report upon this Fund last year. 
By degrees the Parishes and Missions of the Diocese are meeting this canon- 
ical obligation, and it is earnestly hoped that by the next Council, no Parish or 
Mission in the Diocese will be reported delinquent to this Fund. 
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The exact condition of the Fund may be seen by the general summary of 
of the Treasurer’s Report.

REPORT. 


The Committee on Education would respectfully report as follows : 

Your Committee find this year, as heretofore, a difficulty in making a Re- 
port that shall engage the attention and awaken the interest of the Council, 
because of the lack of sufficient subject-matter to report upon. 

The words of the Canon are “It shall be the duty of the Committee on Ed- 
ucation to provide for the establishment and support of Church schools within 
the Diocese, and for the maintenance of Candidates for Holy Orders, and 
youths preparing for the Ministry, under rules and regulations of their own, 
subject to the supervision of the Council.” 

1. We know of but three Parochial Schools existing in the Diocese, to wit: 
that of Trinity Church, Martinsburg ; that of St. Paul’s Church, Weston; and 
that of Calvary Mission, Coal Valley. This last school your Committee from 
personal inspection by three of their number, believe to be well conducted, 
and to be doing a beneficent work of Religious Education, beyond and above 
its valuable secular instruction. Especially do the children appear to be taught 
to know the Catechism in a correct, an intelligent, and devout manner. And 
because this school is placed in the midst of a population poor in this world’s 
goods, and very needy of spiritual good, we commend it to the love of the 
Diocese, as very deserving of whatever assistance the Minister in charge of 
the Mission, the Rev. F. K. Leavell, may be likely to ask. 

2. As to the maintenance of Candidates for Holy Orders, the Committee 
know not how to go about this, unless in one of three ways: 

(2) By making known the pecuniary wants of any Candidates deterred from 
pursuing their studies from such cause. No case of the kind has been brought 
to their attention during the past year. 

(6) By taking measures to awaken the minds of young men to the consid- 
ration of the Sacred Ministry, as a calling to be desired for the noblest, and 
most blessed reasons. 

(c) By promoting the formation of a Diocesan Library, or a Library suit: 
able for the use of young men preparing, or seeking to prepare, for the Minis- 
try, from which books may be lent as occasion shall require. 

We therefore offer the following : 

Resolved, That it is recommended to the Clergy, to contribute from time to 
time, as opportunity offers, such books as may be suitable for carrying on the 
Religious Education of those who may study for the Sacred Ministry; or may 
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serve to inform any persons inquiring about the History and Doctrines of the 
Church; and such books, constituting a Diocesan Library, under the charge 
and at the disposition of the Bishop, may be lent to students or others at his 


discretion.

The Council met pursuant to adjournment, and was call- 
ed to order by the Bishop. Prayer was offered by the Rev. 
J. S. Gibson. 


The Minutes of yesterday were then read and approved. 
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The Report of the Diocesan Missionary Committee was 
then read as follows: ; 
REPORT. - 


In making their Annual Report in reference to the special work committed 
to their charge, the Diocesan Missionary Committee would thankfully ack- 
nowledge that a very large measure of that Divine Blessing with which they 
have been heretofore favored, has been again vouchsafed unto them during 
the past year. And they are glad to report that the work they have in hand 
is, on the whole, making satisfactory progress. Although no new Stations 
have been opened, owing to the fact that Services have been Regularly held 
for some years past, at all the promising points which the means at our com- 
mand enabled us to occupy, yet with the exception of St. Alban’s and Hun- 
tington which were unavoidably vacant from June to the middle of October, 
Services have been uninterruptedly maintained throughout the entire Mission- 
ary field, for the whole of the past Conciliar year. And, as the Bishop’s 
Report goes to show, there has been quite an encouraging number of Confir- 
mations in the strictly Missionary field. zs 

Among other evidences of progress we would mention that the Church at 
White Sulphur Springs has been so far finished that Services were held in it . 
during nearly the whole of the past Summer. The Churches at Summit Point, 
Jefferson County, at Romney and at Cresap’s Station, are likewise nearly fin- 
ished, the latter so nearly so as to have been used for Service. The Church 
at Berkeley Springs has been completed, and the very handsome one at Hun- 
tington, doubtless, will be in the next few weeks. Services have been held 
in the basement S. S. Room of this latter Church for the last six months, A 
Parish School building has been erected at Ansted, and a Parsonage built at 
Ravenswood; while eligible lots for Church buildings have been secured 
(after long delay) at Morgantown, Grafton, and Wellsburg. 

The receipts in our Treasury for the past year amounted to $1,998.30. 
These added to the Balance of $493.75 left over from the last Council made 
the sum of $2,492.05 at our disposal. Of this $1,780.41 has been expended, 
leaving a balance on hand of $711.64. It must be remembered, however, 
that $350.00 of this will be paid out to meet the quarterly stipends which will 
be due July Ist, prox. ; and that an equal, if not larger sum, will be required to 
meet those due October Ist; so that, unless liberal contributions are made in 
the meanwhile our Treasury will be entirely empty at that date. It must also 
be remembered that of the amount which has been at our disposal, $800 was 
contributed by friends outside of the Diocese, to be used by the Bishop at his 
discretion, and by him paid into our Treasury; and that, but for this, our 
Treasurer’s eport would show an actual deficit instead of a balance in hand, 
and, of course, but a slender prospect of meeting our obligations which would 
soon fall due. These facts should stir up every member of this Church in the 
Diocese to renewed interest and zeal in behalf of Diocesan Missions. For, 
as was stated in a former Report of this Committee, the main inducement for 
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the erection of our new Diocese was that more attention might be given to the 
feeble Churches and waste places of our State than could well be given them 
under the old arrangement. In other words, Church extension was the chief 
motive which actuated those who were most instrumental in accomplishing the 
erection of this Diocese. We are .untrue to our special vocation, therefore, 
and very remiss in the discharge of one of our foremost obligations, if 
we do not all keep the cause of Diocesan Missions very near our hearts, and 
contribute to it regularly and as liberally as our means will allow. The 
home contributions to this object have never yet been sufficient to meet the 
outlay which your Committee have deemed it advisable to make. And but 
for the liberal assistance of our friends abroad, our work would have been 
greatly hindered, and much of what has been done would have remained un- 
accomplished. One of our Canons requires that each of our Parishes and 
Missionary Stations shall make two annual offerings for Diocesan Missions. 
If this Canon were universally obeyed there would be a very decided increase 
in our receipts. But even then, owing to the smallness of many of the offer- 
ings made, our means would scarcely equal our needs. 

If our obligations are to be fully met, two things seem to be absolutely nec- 
essary. One is, that the Canonical collections shall be duly taken up in every 
Parish and Missionary Station, and that special efforts shall be made by the 
Clergy in charge to show the great importance of this work, and the necessity 
of liberal contributions to its support. And the other is, that the effort be 
made in each Parish and Station to obtain as large a number as possible of 
regular subscribers who shall pledge themselves to an annual payment of $5 
or $10 to this object. 

But whether this plan be adopted or not, yet certain it is that there must be 
for the future, a much greater and more general interest in Diocesan Missions 
than there has been in the past, if we would not prove false to the high and 
honorable trust which Providence has specially committed to our charge. 


The Rev. G. A. Gibbons, from the Committee on the 
State of the Church, then made the annexed 


REPORT. 


Your Committee on the State of the Church respectfully report, from their 
knowledge of the papers and documents before them, and also from their 
knowledge of the State of the Church in one-fourth of the Parishes of the 
Diocese, which we represent, that the outlook is, for the most part, truly en- 
couraging, and we concur with and reiterate a sentence or two of the Bishop, 
in his Address to this Council: ‘‘We find no abatement of zeal and activtty 
among our peopie, but, on the contrary, rather an increase. So much has been 
accomplished that we can safely say we were never in so good a condition 
for our work as we are to-day.” 
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Your Committee believe that at no time in the history of the Diocese have 
opportunities for planting this Church been so favorable as now. New Mis- 
sion fields are constantly opening in the Diocese, and anxiously waiting for 
laborers to sow the seed and gather the harvest. Through the untiring efforts 
of our beloved Bishop and some of his Clergy and Laity, many of the obscure 
and hitherto unexplored regions have been visited, and the spiritual wants and 
necessities of the people measurably supplied. But, the need is still great, and 


rh 


the cry heard ‘‘Come over and help us,” while the laborers are few, and the 
means to send them far from sufficient. 

We have read with satisfaction from the Treasurer’s Report, that contribu- 
tions from seventeen Parishes and Missions to the Episcopal Residence Fund 
have been made, amounting to nearly $250, or an increase in the number of 
contributing Parishes last reported of about 250 per cent, and in amount con- 
tributed of about 550 per cent. This shows healthy growth and is gratifying. 

Your Committee would call the attention of the Council to the effort made 
by the Bishop to infuse new life into the machinery of the Diocese, and to 
deepen the sense of personal responsibility among Vestrymen. The importance . 
of Vestrymen faithfully performing their duties is of vital importance to the Dio- 
cese, and can hardly be overestimated. Neglected, (as some of the responses 
to his letter touching Canonical requirements show they are, and to the extent 
of nearly one-twelfth of the sum total of Salary promised for the support of 
the Gospel,) and of necessity we must have an ever-changing Clerical force in 
this Diocese, which will cause the work to languish and may be die. 

The Clergy are not called upon or required more than other Christians to 
make sacrifice, and they in common with all others have the sanction of Di- 
vine inspiration for providing for thetr own households. It is nothing short of 
a shame upon the credit and good standing of the Diocese that Parishes should 
wilfully neglect their temporal matters in which, for the most part, delicacy 
forbids the suffering Clergy to open their mouths in their own defense. There- 
fore, in conclusion, your Committee most earnestly recommend that some ac- 
tion be taken by this Council to adopt for all future government in the matter 
the following Resolution: 


Resolved, That every Vestry and Mission Committee shall faithfully comply 
with the requirements of Canons VII and VIII of this Diocese; and any fail- 
ing to do so shall not be entilled to representation in the Council, unless good 
and satisfactory reasons for failure be submitted in writing to the Council.

REPORT. 


The Committee on Finance would respectfully report that they have care- 
fully examined the accounts of R. J. McCandlish, Esq., Treasurer of the !)io- 
cese, with the various Funds under his control and management, and find them 
scrupulously correct in every particular, 

Deeply impressed by the great labor and pains taken by the ‘Treasurer in the 
management of the Funds of the Diocese, their secure investment in prompt 
interest-paying securities, on behalf of the Council we desire to render to the 
Treasurer our sincere and most hearty thanks. 

The accounts of the Treasurer are full of valuable information, and speak 
for themselves. They are herewith reported, and recommended to be printed 
in the Journal of the Council. 

The Committee regret extremely the necessity of calling the attention of 
Parishes and Missions to the matter of the Contingent Fund. The Treasurer’s 
account showing that not one-half the amount due this Fund has been paid, 
though claiming the most serious consideration; quite a large number of the 
Parishes and Missions have contributed but little to it. 

The Committee take very great pleasure in calling the attention of the 
Council to the Treasurer’s Report on the Episcopal Residence, from which it 
appears that a large, substantial, and beautiful house has been built in Parkers- 
burg, with the means provided for the purpose; that the Committee on the 
Episcopal Residence has taken the ‘‘utmost care in the expenditure on this 
object, and avoided all extravagance,” that the building is now nearly ready 
for occupancy by our beloved Bishop, and the Diocese is to be most heartily 
congratulated on this “devout consummation.”’ 

The Committee recommend the adoption of the following Resolutions : 

Resolved, That all Parishes and Congregations which have not made pledges 
to the salary of the Bishop do contribute annually to the same, on the basis of 
one dollar per communicant. 

Resolved, 2. That the same appropriations be made this year as have been 
usually made, and that 25 cents per capita of the Communicants be assessed 
on the Parishes for the benefit of the Contingent Fund. 
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The account of the Hon. G. W. Thompson, Trustee of the Episcopal Fund, 
having been submitted to your Committee for examination, for the year ending 
June Ist, 1885, we report the same as correct, and showing a balance in his 
hands of $235.05. The report is herewith returned and prayed to be entered 
in the Journal. 

All of which is herewith respectfully submitted.

The alterations which have been made, from time to time, in 
the Constitution and Canons of this Diocese, and printed here, 
by order of the Council. 


Article XI, of the Constitution, has been amended as follows: 
(1884) 
In line third, after the word “Clerical,” insert these words :— 
“order entitled to seats in the Council.” 


Article XII now reads as follows, (1885): 
Of the Registrar of the Diocese. 


An officer shall be appointed by the Council to be called the 
Registrar of the Diocese, who shall continue in office until his 
successor shall be elected. His duty shall be to receive and 
keep all documents referring to the history of the Diocese. 

He shall make a report to the Council at each annual meeting. 


Article XIII now reads as follows: 
Of the Chancellor of the Dtocese. 


An officer shall be appointed by the Council to be called the 
Chancellor of the Diocese, who shall continue in office until his 
successor shall be elected. He shall be the legal adviser of 


_ the Diocese, and to him shall be submitted all questions invol- 


ving possible conflicts with the laws of the State. 


Article XII, of the old form, is now Article XIV, and 
Article XIII is now Article XV. 


Canon VIII, Title A, amended as follows in 1884: 

Erase the two sentences which follow immediately after the 
word “Episcopate” in the fifth line, and insert in their place:— 
The fund for aged and disabled Clergymen, and the Widows’ 
and Orphans’ of deceased Clergymen. 


Canon XI, Title A, has been amended as follows: 

At the end of Section 1 add this sentence: (1883) 

In case of a tie between two or more persons voted for as 
Vestrymen, the incoming Vestry shall then elect between said 
persons, 


In the same Canon, Subsection 2, of Section 2, has been 
stricken out, and the following inserted in its place: (1885) 

All persons 21 years of age and over, who, for the same space 
of time, have been regular worshippers in the same, and regular 
contributors to its support, by pew rent or subscription, or by 
some method by which they shall be known to the Treasurer 
of the Vestry, and relied upon as such. 


Section 4, of the same Canon, was amended in 1883 by inser- 
ting after the word “chosen’’ in the second line, these words:— 
“or such number as constitute a quorum.” 


In Section 6, of same Canon, these words have been stricken 
out: (1883) 

In line two ‘‘the remaining members and a majority of,’ and 

In line three, “have qualified shall.” 


In Title C, the following Canon has been added: 
CANON V. 
Sunday School and Religious Instruction. 


SECTION I. Each Annual Council shall appoint a Commit- 
tee on Sunday Schools, and Religious Instruction: to consist of 
two Clergymen, and three Laymen. 

SEc. 2. It shall be the duty of this Committee to secure the 
establishment and organization of Sunday Schools, Bible 
Classes, and other means of Religious Instruction; to secure 
the co-operation of competent teachers and workers; to pro- 
mote interest in the work, and to give information upon all 
matters pertaining to the work in this Diocese. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of this Committee to make an 
Annual Report to the Conncil, and a special session shall be’ 
held during the Session of the Council in which the matters 
relating to the Sunday School work shall be considered.

The Convention of Easton returns fraternal greetings, 
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and announces the election of the Rev. K. Nelson, D. D., 
as Bishop of the Diocese.

The Bishop then read his annual Address as follows : 


Bishop’s Address. 


The meeting of our last Annual Council in Lewisburg, 
marks an epoch in the history of our Church in West Vir- 
ginia. For those who know what was the condition of 
things inthat town, and indeed in all that country, only a very 
few years ago, nothing more is needed to show the encour- 
aging progress of our work. 

And now in the providence of God, we have, as it were, 
completed the circuit of the State, and are come again to 
Charlestown, where in 1878, the action was taken which re- 
sulted in the completed organization of the Diocese. I 
feel disposed to make special note of our meeting here to 
day, not only because it was from this point that I received 
my own summons to the work in West Virginia, but. 
because this Congregation, has always stood in a peculiar 
relation to the Diocese. 

If 1 am rightly informed it was the determination of this 
Congregation, with its two Ministers then living within its 
bounds, which made the new Diocese a possibility, as it cer- 
tainly has been its steady support, which has helped it along 
through each succeeding year. I emphasize this point not to 
praise the disinterested spirit which this people have always 
shown—although it be worthy of all praise—but to call at- 
tention to a principle I have elsewhere frequently insisted 
upon, that the organization of this new Diocese in West 
Virginia, was not undertaken in the interests of existing 
Parishes, which had such strength and prominence as to se- 
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cure for them all needful Episcopal Ministrations under the 
old organization, but that it was rather in the interests of 
the outlying regions ; that to all such Churches, wherever 
they might be within our wide limits, the new Diocese was 
to furnish the opportunity, and so fix the responsibility, of 
preaching the Gospel and carrying the Church to the re- 
gions beyond. 


There can be no doubt that those who asked the Gener- 
al Convention to set them apart as a separate Diocese as- 
sumed a grave responsibility; they undertook a great and 
arduous work. It has required, and still loudly calls for, 
strenuous effort and self-denying labor to maintain and 
push forward the work which is entrusted to our hands. 
We must contend against the drift towards practical con- 
gregationalism, which our peculiar circumstances induce, and 
cultivate a generous Diocesan spirit, moving forward by 
common consent, with united effort, to accomplish what 
our hands here find to do, that shall be for Christ and His 
Church. 


There may sometimes be a conflict of opinion as to how 
far we ought to extend our Ministrations with the small 
force that we have in the field, and to what extent we 
ought to concentrate. Sometimes we may err in one di- 
rection and sometimes in another; but there can be no 
doubt that we have great reason to be encouraged with the 
result from the wide diffusion of our labors during these years 
past. Time and again the single yearly service has grown to 
be occasional, then monthly, and then semi-monthly. In this 
way we are measurably occupying our widely extended 
field, making our presence felt in every part of it, and as it 
were, putting the ministering hand of the Church upon all 
our people, however scattered they may be. We trust that 
as the population increases in and about the little centres 
everywhere, here and there, throughout the State, that our 
Church will share the general progress, and be able to 
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work each year, more effectively in this growing Common- 
wealth. 

The first days in June ’85 were spent in attendance upon 
the Eight Annual Council in Lewisburg. Our public meet- 
ings were well attended, and were of unusual interest. 


Wednesday, June 3rd.—I\ Ordained Rev. R. G. Noland to 
the Priesthood. The Rev. R. A. Cobbs presented the Can- 
didate, and with Rev. R. H. Mason and others united in the 
laying on of hands. At the same time I Ordained Mr. J. 
B. Fitzpatrick, Deacon, the Rev. R. H. Mason presenting. 


Sunday, June 7th—A. M. I preached in the Church of the 
Incarnation, Roncevert. P. M.in a School House at Fort 
Spring where I Confirmed one, and P. P. M. in St. James’, 
Lewisburg, and Confirmed five. 


Sunday, June r4th—Preached in St. James’, Richmond, 
Virginia. 

Sunday, June 21st—Preached in Trinity Church, Par- 
kersburg, and in the absence of the Rector, baptized an 
infant. 


Tuesday, June 23rd.—Attended the meeting of the Trus- 
tees of the Seminary, and took part in the examination of 
the Candidates for Orders. 


Wednesday, Fune 24th —Attended a meeting of the Vir- 
ginia and West Virginia Educational Society, and also the 
annual meeting of the Alumni; was present during the 
Commencement exercises at the High School, and together 
with Bishop Dudley, conducted the Services at the Mission- 
ary meeting in the Seminary Chapel, when the Bishop of 
Maryland preached. 


Thursday, June 25th—Was occupied in attendance upon 
the Commencement exercises of the Seminary. 


Friday, Fune 26th.—\n the Seminary Chapel I Ordained 
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Mr. Henry T. Wirgman, Deacon. Rev. R. A. Cobbs pre- 
sented the Candidate. 

During the meeting at the Seminary the question of in- 
creasing the Endowment was again and again discussed, 
and I promised to do what I could to further the plan. I 
ereatly wish that we, of West Virginia, could render more 
substantial aid in this direction. Beyond what has been 
already done, it may be possible for many individuals to make 
gifts; and if the Clergy would bear in mind, not only what 
this Seminary has been and still as, to the Church at large, 
but what it has been to us in all our work, and what it 
promises still to be, they would be more active in its sup- 
port. Since this Council met last in Charlestown, now 
eight years ago, we have had ten men from West Vir- 
ginia at the Seminary, five of them have been Ordained, 
and fiveare still pursuing their studies. Ought we not to pray 
and labor for this more than we do, that whilethe Harvest 
is so great, the Lord of the Harvest would send for the 
more laborers. | 


Sunday, Fune 27th.—In the morning I preached in the 
Chapel at the University of Virginia, and at night in the 
Public Hall. | 


friday, Fuly 3rd—I\ attended a funeral in Richmond, 
Virginia, for the Rector of St. James’.

Sunday, July 12th.—Preached in St. James’, Staunton and 


St. James’, Newport, Delaware... I had been called to 
Delaware by the death of my Uncle, the Rev. Wm. D. 
Hanson, and remained over Sunday to occupy the pulpits he 
left vacant. Mr. Hanson was a man of fervent piety, and 
of great simplicity and purity of character. He was well 
known in this part of West Virginia, having been for some 
years Rector of the Church in Martinsburg.

about two acresin extent. It is the outgrowth of the needs 
and desires of the people of the immediate neighborhood, 
and like many other similar enterprizes, had its origin, and 
received its first impulses, from the faith and energy of two 
or three earnest women. Including the work and material 
given, the whole cost has been about $4,000. A Sunday 
School has been organized, and is in successful operation: 
Rev. Jno. S. Gibson, of Middleway, holds Service twice 
each month, and it is hoped that the opening of this Church 
will materially strengthen his Parish. 7 


During the afternoon of the same day I visited Middleway, 
and in Grace Church baptized an infant child of the Rector.

Wednesday, November 1&th—Visited Philadelphia in the 
interest of the Alexandria Seminary,.and also to attend a 
series of Missionary meetings. 


Sunday, November 22nd—In the same city, I preached, 
A.M. in the Church of our Saviour, and at night in the 
Chapel of the Epiphany. 


Sunday, November 29th—A. M. preached in Trinity 
Church, Shepherdstown, and Confirmed one. P. M. in 
Trinity Church, Martinsburg, and baptized a child of the 
Rector. 


Wednesday, December 2nd.—Preached in the Court House 
at Wellsburg. I was glad to find the new Church nearly 
complete. Mr. Noland has done a good work in carrying 
this enterprize through. 


Thursday, December 3rd, and Sunday, December 6th.— 
Spent these days in Wheeling in attendance upon special 
services at St. Luke’s Church. Made several addresses 
during the week, and on Sunday night, preached in St. 
Luke’s. On Sunday morning, preached in St. Matthew’s. 


Friday, December 11th—Preached in a School House at 
Shaw, Mineral County. Here I found that a faithful fam- 
ily, who had come from Fairmont some years ago, had been 
keeping up a Sunday School. They had been encour- 
aged and helped during the past two or three years by vis- 
its from Mr. Gibbons, and from Mr. Pearson.

I mention the ‘subject here, 
because the exceptional character of the work has been 
such as to influence very greatly my movements and ap- 
pointments during the year. It is not necessary for me to 
dwell upon the need of such Institutions, especially among 
a population like that in the Kanawha Valley, nor upon the 
great results to be expected from their successful working. | 
It is only right that I should inform the Diocese, that it is 
my desire, as soon as possible, to relieve myself of personal re- 
sponsibility as far as may bein these matters, by putting the 
whole enterprise under competent management. Although it 
is not proposed to make it Diocesan by putting it under the 
control of the Council, it is however confidently believed 
that it will have the sympathy and successfully claim the 
aid of all our people, as of the community atlarge. I have 
so far secured the sum of $2,708 41. A most desirable 
property at Paint Creek, about twenty miles above Charles- 
ton, has been purchased for $2,500. There are buildings 
sufficient for a beginning, and we hope to open the doors of 
‘(The Sheltering Arms,in the alk

OBITUARY. 


On Wednesday, September 23rd, died, the Rev. Samuel 
D. Tompkins, the oldest Presbyter of the Diocese. A good 
man and a faithful workman ; his labors are identified with 
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the early history of our Church in many parts of this Dio-- 
cese. Although now for some years retired from active 
service, Mr. Tompkins took the liveliest’ interest in 
everything connected with the progress of Religion and the 
growth of the Church. His was a green old age ; cheer- 
ful and bright, he seemed always in a thankful frame of 
mind. Aman of simple faith, and always loyal to his 
Master, he commended in his life and conversation the 
Religion of which he was for so long time a teacher. 
Many of us remember his earnest talks at the meetings 
during Council,and his hearty interest in all our proceedings, 
even when he could, himself, no longer take part in them. 
He was always ready to stand in his place and testify to 
the Gospel of the Grace of God, and so his Ministry did 
not cease even after he gave up its more active duties, 
but as opportunity offered, was continued, up to the very 
close of life. Mr. Tompkins was in his eighty-first year. 
He was Ordained by good old Bishop Moore, and thus 
was one of the links that bound us to the past. Having 
fought the good fight and finished his course, he now rests 
from his labors, and there comes to us the message from the 
Master, as through this His servant. ‘Be ¢#oz faithful unto 
death, and I will give thee a crown of life.” 


CHURCH MUSIC. 


I want to say a word to the Council on the Subject of 
the Music of the Church. It is a very important subject, 
since so large a part of our Service may be musical, and 
since the Hymns and Chants not only form a pleasing fea- 
ture and afford a grateful variety in our worship, but con- 
tain also, in familiar and beautiful form, the most precious 
truths of the Gospel of our Saviour, Christ. | 

These Hymns and Chants are for all, and when a large 
part of the congregation is practically barred from using 
them, or systematically discouraged in trying to do so, there 
is great impropriety committed and great injustice done. 
Not to speak of music that is light, and unseemly, it is far 
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too often the case that its newness or its difficulty, practi- 
cally excludes the greater part of the people from joining 
in it. 

If the Book of Common Prayer is to be looked upon, not 
only in the nature of a guide in public worship, but also 
in the light of a compact between all who mutually accept 
it, we may well demand, in behalf of a large part of those 
who worship in our Churches, that they be not thus debar- 
red in taking part in the Service. Many have suffered, and 
still suffer, from the evil of which I speak. O the weart- 
ness on this account of some Services I have attended. O 
the dreadful break in the continuity of the Service, and the 
low ebb in the tide of devotion, when so many have had to 
stand dumb, while a few persons were monopolizing the 
magnificent verses of the Te Deum, or one of the sweet 
Palsms of David. The trouble arises, I think, not so 
much from an irreverent spirit as from a misapprehension 
of the whole object of the music which is introduced into 
the body of Morning and Evening Prayer. 


Only a few months ago [| heard one of our most distin- 
guished and active Bishops say, that he was afraid that the 
Chants had often proved a hinderance to the progress of our 
Church. I believe that he was right ; for, in my judg- 
ment, no elaborate or artistic rendering of them, if it exclude 
the bulk of the people, can possibly afford the edifica- 
tion, or equal the unrivalled charm of Congregational wor- 
ship. I give it as my deliberate judgment, and that after 
varied experience, that especially in a new field like ours, 
that our Services are often made a weariness to the very per- 
sons we are most anxious to attract and influence. How 
often have I stood, myself, painfully waiting, and not failing 
to see the impatience of the mass of the Congregation, while 
a few persons were making such intricate progress through 
the words of the Chants, that almost every feeling of 
devotion was lost in a natural anxiety as to whether they 
would safely reach the conclusion. 
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Although this is, confessedly, a most difficult matter 
to deal with, yet the Minisiter must face the responsibility, and 
not allow so important a part of the public worship of God 
to be so often shorn, as I fear it is, of all its power. I do 
not desire Council to take any action on this part of my 
Address, but I do desire, in all seriousness, to bring this 
matter to the attention of the Clergy, and to beg them 
that they will try to promote the spirit and edification of 
our Services by greater care over the music, which the 
Church puts under their care. 


APPOINTMENTS. 


It is impossible, in a widely extended Diocese like that of 
West Virginia, always to time the Bishop’s visitations to 
each Parish, so that it will be most convenient to the Rec- 
tor and most helpful to his work. On the one hand it is an 
advantage to have such a time as that of the Bishop’s visi- 
tation to 'ook forward to, as it may help some persons the 
better to realize the necessity of decision in Spiritual things, 
and lead them to look upon such visitation as an opportu- 
nity that ought not to be neglected. But on the other hand, 
harm may be done if direct effort to bring the wanderers 
into the fold is released at other times, and the idea gains 
credence, that no one can formally identify himself with the 
Church, and thus confess Christ, except on the occasion of 
an Episcopal visitation. There is express provision for 
admitting to the Communion those who are ready and 
desirous to be Confirmed, and I would that our Clergy 
more frequently availed themselves of this liberty. 

Everybody ought to know that our Church doors are 
always open, and that while we do not under value special 
instrumentalities, or the help that we find in stated seasons 
of special Service, yet, that we look mainly to the regular 
ministrations of the Sanctuary, and to the preaching of the 
word from house to house, in the regular pastoral work of 
the Clergy, for the awakening and ingathering of souls. So 
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the parish work can everywhere be carried on without hin- 
derance, and the people may grow into the idea that the 
Minister is always ready to receive them into the Church, 
admit them to the privileges of Communion, and enrol them 
among those to be Confirmed by the Bishop whenever he 
may make his visitation. 

I venture to suggest to the Council that it would be ex- 
pedient to take some action towards ascertaining, definitely, 
the metes and bounds of existing Parishes, and also what 
Parishes have practically ceased to exist, and what steps, if 
any, are necessary in such cases. 

The Rector of St. Matthew's Church, Wheeling, has met 
with gratifying success in establishing a school for girls, in 
that city. It is earnestly recommended to our people as in 
every way deserving their patronage. ) 

Since the meeting in Charlestown, eight years ago, I have 
admitted seven persons to the Order of Deacons, and we have 
now four Postulants, and there are three other persons with 
whom I am in correspondence on the subject of the ministry. 
I ‘eel that we have reason to thank God that He has put it 
into the hearts of so many in our small Diocese to seek 
the Ministry of our Church. It is surely to be taken as 
‘one of the signs that His Spirit is among us. Let us be 
encouraged to pray more earnestly to the Lord of the Har- 
vest that He would send forth laborers with His Harvest. 


- We have reason to be encouraged by the steady growth 
of all our Church interests, and the manifest tokens of 
God’s blessing upon our work. We can not, in the nature 
of the case, expect in the next few years an increase in 
Churches or Communicants or contributions proportionate 
to that which has marked the first years of our indepen- 
dent organization. 


Let us try to strengthen our existing organizations, to 
make more perfect our work, and more efficient all our ad- 
ministration, to build up our general funds, our schools 
and charities, and above all to deepen the Spiritual life of our 
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people. We have a duty to God and to the Church and 
world to discharge, as well in caring for what we have, as in 
adding others to our number, and let us try ever to remem- 
ber that the great need of the world to-day is the appeal 
that comes from the life and the character of those who 
comprize the Christian Churches. This is a practical dem - 
onstration of the reality and power of the blessed Gospel of 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, that even careless men 
will find it hard to resist. 

The report of the Missions’ Committee shows a steady in- 
crease of yearly funds with which they are entrusted. This 
is the great work that ought to be always near our hearts, 
and toward which we ought to constantly bend our energies, 
We have here solemn responsibilities to God and to the 
Church, which we must resolutely face, and by His help, 
try to discharge. May the Lord make you to abound 
more and more in this, and every good work, and ever 
give you joy and peace in believing on the Risen Saviour, 
and serving Him in your bodies and spirits which are His.

The Rev. J. S. Gibson offered the following Amendment 
to Canon XI, Title A., to wit.: In section 4, third line, after 
the word Wardens, insert these words ‘‘or where there are 
three or more Congregations under one Vestry, one War- 
den for each Congregation.” 

On motion this was referred to the Committee on Con- 
stitution and Canons. 

The Council then, on motion of Rev. R, D. Roller, went 
into the election of said Committee. ;

Resolved, That Representatives of Organized Missions, who may be 
present, be admitted to seats, with the privilege of speaking, but not 
of voting. 


Under that Resolution, Mr. W. R. Johnson, of Calvary 
Mission, Coal Valley, took his seat. 

Mr. T. L. Broun then presented a Memorial from St. 
John’s Church, Charleston, which on motion, was referred to 
the Committee on Finance, 

The Rev. K. J. Hammond then presented the following 
additional sections, as amendments to Canon I, Title B., 
which, on motion, were referred to the Committee on Con- 
stitution and Canons: 
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AMENDMENTS TO CANON I. TITLE B. 


4. The qualified electors of each Mission Congregation, not in a 
Parish, which has been organized under the above sections for twelve 
months, shall choose, annually, on Easter Monday, by ballot, from their 
own number, not less than three nor more than eight persons, of 
whom no more than one may be a female. The persons chosen by 
a majority of the votes cast at such election, when confirmed by the 
Bishop, and organized, shall, together with the Missionary (when 
present) constitute a Mission Committee, and continue in office until 
their successors shall have been confirmed and qualified. 

5. Qualified voters shall have the same qualifications with those on 
Vestry Elections. Canon XI, sections 2 and 3. 

6. As soon as may be, after the persons elected are appointed by 
the Bishop, they shall organize as a Committee, signing the Vestry- 
man’s declaration (Canon XI, section 5,) the word “ Parish” being 
omitted, and ‘“ Commutteeman’”’ substituted for Vestryman, and elect 
a Warden, Registrar and Treasurer, to hold until successors are ap- 
pointed. Meetings shall be opened with prayer when practicable. 

7. Three or a majority of the qualfied members of the Committee 
shall constitute a quorum. Their duties and those of the officers 
shall be the same with those of the Vestrymen and officers, (Canon 
XI), except so far, as those refer to calling a Minister. 

8. It Shall be the duty of each Mission Station to send a Representa- 
tive to the Annual Council, to take such part as the Council may 
allow. 


The following was then presented by the Rev. C. C. Pear- 
son, but was not adopted : 


Resolved, That the Resolution of the last Council, fixing the 
places for meeting of the Council for the next ten years, be rescinded, 
and names of those places be stricken from the fourth page of the 
cover of the Journal. 


The hour of four having arrived, the Council went into 
the election of Deputies to the General Convention, with 
the Rev. K. J. Hammond and Mr. W.C. Ridgely as Tellers. 

The following nominations were then made: Rev. Messrs. 
Swope, Cobbs, Roller, R. A. Gibson, Lacy, D. D., Pearson, 
L. R.Masonand Tucker; and Messrs. Craighill, Broun, Du- 
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Bois, Berkeley, White, Rogers, McCandlish, Hurxthal 
and Cruger W. Smith. 

Pending the counting of the ballots, the Rev. R. A. Gib- 
son read the Annual Report of the Diocesan Missonary 
Committee, as follows : ) 


REPORT OF THE MISSIONS’ COMMITTEE. 


There is nothing the Committee of Missions more desires than 
that the Council, and through them the whole Diocese, should be 
fully informed as to the work it has in charge, its helps and hinder- 
ances, the methods followed, the results attained, and the outlook 
for the future. 


There is very often surprising ignorance about these things, not- 
withstanding the fact that the pages of the Journals and the columns 
of the Church News give very full information in regard to them all. 
We have heard quite recently, and it is not the first case of the kind, 
of a Vestry of worthy and intelligent men who were surprized 
at the statement that their own Church was receiving aid from 
the Missions’ Committee, although the help has been regularly given 
for some years, and it is hard to see how without that help the 
Services could have been maintained, and we suppose that but few of 
our Congregations realize how much they are indebted to the nursing 
care of our Diocesan Missionary Society. Some figures will be found 
appended to this Report which will help to bring the whole matter 
more directly before the minds of our Church people. 


One great result, we always try to aim at in all our work, is to 
deepen the sense of personal responsibility, and so to stimulate the 
Congregations that now receive aid that they may take their work 
more and more under their own management, and carry it on at their 
own charges, in order that we may be the more free to help the 
weaker points and carry the ministration of our Church still further 
into the regions beyond. 


The Committee is aware that difference of opinion may prevail in re- 
gard to the general policy of our Missionary work. The idea has 
indeed been suggested more than once, that perhaps it would be 
better for us to concentrate more that we do. But the question at 
once arises, where shall we concentrate ? All our towns of any size 
and promise have long since been occupied, and even when we have 
not been able to secure Services in such towns every Sunday, expe- 
rience proves itto be a serious question how far it is expedient to go 
beyond the ability and desire of the people, in providing such Services, 
especially when it could not be done, except by abandoning large 
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sections of country where we have scattered Communicants who out- 
number those in the towns we speak of. 

In this connection the Committee desire to call special attention to 
a Missionary report sent in as supplementary to his regular Parochial 
reports, by the Rev. Mr. Hammond. It is a report of scattered Com- 
municants in three Counties, and illustrates admirably just the kind of 
general care of the interests of our Church, which is needed all over 
the Diocese. 


The problem we have to solve has peculiar conditions. We have 
to work not only in a‘ sparsely settled country, with but few 
towns of any size, but the few Church People we have even in this 
large territory, are so widely scattered that it makes the ordinary 
conditions of our ministrations more than usually difficult. Practically, 
we have had to make our choice between carrying gn our work in what 
may have seemed to many a rather desultory kind of way, or giving it 
up altogether ina large part of the Diocese. The methods we have been 
compelled to adopt, although the only practicable ones, are expensive 
both as regards the time of the Missionaries and the outlay of money. 

And not only so, but in the nature of the case we shall have to be 
content, it may be for long years, with this kind of Missionary work, 
and not be discouraged because large Missions and Self-supporting 
Churches are not built up, The small communities, in which for the 
most part we labor, and which have a population so much divided in 
their Ecclesiastical relations, will not aftord us opportunity for any 
other kind of work, fora long time. The best that we can often hope to 
do is to provide one or two Services a month—sometimes these on a 
week day. This may seem to some to be doing very little, but expe- 
rience has abundantly proved that by doing this we not only hold our 
own people together, but that the little bands so fostered grow stead- 
ily, that Churches spring up, that prejudices against our Church are re- 
moved, and that we are thus put in a position where we are ready 
to avail ourselves of the increasing population, and the better facili- 
ties to carry on our work throughout the State, and seize such oppor- 
tunities as may present themselves to put it upon a permanent 
basis. | 

In looking forward to and working for this day, we have not will- 
ingly neglected even the feeblest band of Church people of whom we 
have knowledge, and for whom there seemed to be any reasonable 
prospect of making provision. We have everywhere encouraged 
the building of Churches and Rectories and the acquisition of prop- 
erty, not despising the day of small things, but willing to be founda- 
tion builders, even if nothing more, for those that are to come after 
us. 

One great difficulty in the way of arriving at a full: understanding 
of the progress of our work from year to year, is the fact that the 
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various combinations of Churches and Missions, under one charge, 
which from time to time have been made in the interest of the sup- 
port of the Ministry and the maintenances of Services, have not been, 
andin the nature of things cannot yet be, considered permanent. Some- 
times we have to add, and sometimes to take from a Mission field as 
the immediate requirements of the work demand, and oftentimes we 
have been prevented by sheer inability from undertaking what was 
manifestly best for the work. . 

Too much praise cannot be awarded to the faithful men, who for 
eight years past, have, as the Commissioned Ministers of this Church, 
borne aloft the Standard of the Cross among the hills and valleys of 
‘West Virginia. If anything has been accomplished for the glory of 
the Master and for the good of man, it is, under God, due to their 
diligence and discretion, to their loyalty to their work, and their pa- 
tient self-denial in maintaining it. The Diocese owes it to them ahd 
to itself, that it bend every energy to give them a better support. 
According to the Reports in the last Journal, our Missionary force, con- 
sisting of fifteen men were receiving an average salary of about $325.00 
from the people to whom they minister; the various Missionary funds, 
Diocesan and General, in about equal proportions, increased this 
average to $576.00 and by counting the value of eleven Rectories, 
we get a general average salary for our Missionaries, from all sources 
of about $625.00. With such inadequate support these men have 
bravely and cheerfully stood at their posts, and by God’s blessing are 
to-day everywhere pushing forward the work of the Church, through- 
out the the length and breadth of the State. 

Itis believed that we have now reached a point when it will not 
be expedient for us, at present to attempt any material increase in our 
Clerical force. We believe that many points we now occupy must be 
content to remain a part, as it were, of an extended circuit for some- 
time to come. After several existing vacancies have been filled we 
believe that our Missionary work will be most successfully prose- 
cuted by giving a better support to the men we now have in the field 
and encouraging them to embrace, in their occasional, if not in thee 
regular ministrations, the most promising available points in the usual 
circuit of their travels. . 

In thinking how this can be done, it is encouraging to note that we 
have been able to make our appropriations on a larger scale year by 
year. Atthe Council in Clarksburg in 1879 the Treasurer reported to 
the Council, as expended during the year $805.36. This year he 
reports $1,816.29. 


: We can not however, say as much in regard to the stipends paid 
by the Churches and Missions as their own direct contributions to- 


wards the support of the Ministry. We think these often fall short 
of what both duty and interest require, and there has not been such 
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steady and general increase in the amounts as we could have desired, 
and in many cases did hope to see. Just here, we are convinced, 
is the weak point in the average Congregation. We appeal to the 
Vestries and Committees to be more diligent and systematic in caring 
for the interests entrusted to them ; and we also appeal to our people 
everywhere to try and realize more distinctly, that as they are the 
power back of Vestries and Committees, so upon them the ulti- 
mate responsibility must fall. Let them devise more liberal things, 
and do their part more faithfully in the work which their hands find 
to do. . 

We plead for an average salary of $1,000.00 instead of $625.00. 
The Committee asks the Diocese at large to stand by them in this 
endeavor, and to make such a thing possible, they beg that the Ves- 
tries and Committees and the people generally will take up this mat- 
ter with all the seriousness and energy which its importance and 
urgency demand. It is a question for each Congregation receiving 
aid, large or small, to consider what more they can accomplish for 
their own support by an energetic and systematic administration of 
their finances, and it also becomes the individual friends and mem- 
bers of our Church to ask themselves with all honesty of purpose 
whether they are doing quite all that they ought to do, to sustain and 
push forward our work. The little band who have gathered around 
the Missions’ Committee, in response to many appeals, and pledged 
themselves to make special individual contributions in addition to 
those ordinarily made through the Offertory, have rendered great ser- 
vice to our Mission work. May we not hope that a plan that has 
been so auspiciously begun will be carried on toa still greater degree 
of efficiency. 

During the past eight years, our Diocesan Missionary Society has 
disbursed $11,134.36. It well becomes the Churches and Missions 
that have enjoyed such long continuance af nursing care and protec- 
tion tu rise more and more toa sense of their own responsibility, and 
not only to contribute more liberally to the general work, but help it 
on in a still more effectual way, by doing what some seem never to 
think about, 7. é., striving continually to attain to a self-supporting 
and independent position. 

We ask $2,000 for the coming year, and we ask also for an advance, 
all along the line, in the salaries pledged and paid.

The appended table may serve to remind our Churches and Missions 
of the extent of the assistance they have received from the various Mis- 
sionary funds since the Council met here in Charlestown now eight 
years ago. The sums are given in round numbers, and it is also to be 
borne in mind that since the combination of the places mentioned 
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has not always been the same, there is in some cases a little doubt as 
to the exact sum to charge against them. It is, however, believed 
that the table fairly represents the assistance actually received by the 
various places mentioned.

The Committee also lay before the Council a tabulated statement 
showing in detail the receipts from all places in the Diocese, for the 
same time with the first table, that is for the eight years since the 
Council last met in Charlestown. All the information conveyed in 
such tables is published in the Treasurer’s reports in the Jour- 
nals, but it is believed that there are but few persons who 
will take the trouble to examine them with sufficient care to 
find out just what the tables show at a glance, viz: Whence the 
money comes and where it goes. Ofcourse it will be understood 
that in some of the places mentioned there have been regular contri- 
butions for one or two or three years, as the case may be, still it is 
believed that the statistics fairly argue in favor of an increased number 
of collections for this Fund. The various sums are reported in round 
numbers, and in copying them from the Treasurer’s book, each Church 
collection and each individual subscription that has come to him as 
such, is counted as a distinct contribution. 

Contributions by Churches and Stations to Diocesan Missions : 
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Owing to the great length of this Report no detailed statement of 
receipts and disbursements for the current year is appended. Those 
who desire full information on these points are referred to the Treas- 
urer’s Annual Report which will be published in full in the Journal. 


On motion of Rev. J. F. Woods; it was 


Resolved. That five hundred extra copies of this Report be 
printed. 


The Tellers here came in and announced the election of 
the Rev. Messrs. Swope and R. A. Gibson, of the Clergy, 
and Messrs. Craighill, White and McCandlish of the 
Laity, as Deputies to the General Convention. 


There being still three vacaricies, a second ballot was 
ordered. 
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The Bishop then appointed the Rev. J. G. Gantt and Mr. 
E. I. Lee, as the Committee called for by the Resolution of 
Mr. Gantt, which was passed this morning. 


On motion of Mr. E. I. Lee, it was 


Resolved, That each Clergyman in the Diocese, be requested to 
read to his Congregation, the Report of the Diocesan Missionary 
Committe. 


On’ motion of the Secretary, the Council reconsidered 
the action it had just taken in the resolution offered by 
Rev. Mr. Woods. 


And on motion of Mr. R. C. Berkeley that resolution 
was laid upon the table. 


At this moment the Tellers came in and reported no 
election in the case of the remaining vacancies in the Dele- 
gation to the General Convention, whereupon a third ballot 
was ordered. 


The Secretary was then instructed to print one thousand 
extra copies of the Report of the Diocesan Missionary 
Committee, the funds for that purpose having been pro- 
vided by private subscriptions. 


The hour for adjournment having arrived the Council, 
by vote, decided to continue in session for the present. 

Mr. N. S. White, Secretary of the Standing Committee 
of the Diocese, then made the Annual Report of the Com- 
mittee as follows :

Rev. R. D. Roller then presented the Annual Report of 
the Sunday School Committee, which was not read then, 
but on his motion, referred to the Committee on the State 
of the Church. Said Keport was as follows : 


CHARLESTOWN, W. VA., June 4th, 1886. 


To the Bishop and Council of the Diocese, of West Virginia : 


By a comparison of the Reports on Sunday Schools for 1884 and 
1885, your Committee finds for the last year a gain of thirty-two 
Teachers, and a loss of ten Scholars. This is very singular, as show- 
ing more increase in Teachers than in Scholars. It is usually the 
reverse of this. 

But in making this comparison we notice that the Sunday Schools 
of St. Luke’s Church, Wheeling, Emmanuel Church, Volcano, and 
St. John’s, Brooke county, are not reported for 1885. These three 
Schools account for a loss of twenty Teachers, and three hundred 
and seventy-two Scholars. Now, if we add these Teachers and 
Scholars to the side of gain, instead of loss, we will have an increase 
of fifty-two Teachers, and three hundred and sixty-one Scholars for 
the year. This makes the proportion better between Teachers and 
Scholars. To this Report we may add the Sunday Schools at Shaw, 
Okonoko, Bruce Chapel, Summit Point, and Morgantown. j 

So much for the facts. But still the Sunday School work of this 
Diocese is not what it should be, in extent, or efficiency. It is yet in 
its infancy. Nor must we forget the power of early impressions, and 
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the necessity of laying better foundations. For upon getting the 
children into our Sunday Schools, and teaching them the funda- 
mentals of doctrine, depends, largely, the future stable growth of the 
Church ; 

The Canons define the duty of this Committee to be, “To 
secure the establishment and organization of Sunday Schools, Bible 
Classes, and other means of Religious Instruction, and to secure the 
co-operation of competent Teachers and workers, to promote 
interest in the work, and to give information upon all matters per- 
taining to the work in this Diocese.” 

And yet the Committee is practically unable to do the duties pre- 
scribed. It is true, some Schools are organized, and Bible Classes 
established. But the co-operation “of competent Teachers and 
workers” is a failure, simply because no one will co-operate. Very 
little interest has been promoted, we fear, and information could not 
be given, because no one has applied for any. | 

Your Committee therefore suggests, that to make its work efficient, 
there should be appropriated by the Diocesan Missionary Committee 
a sum of money to supply material, such as Books, Leaflets, 
Catechisms, &c., to be placed in its hands. Then have it well and 
thoroughly advertised that whenever a Sunday School is thought of 
being established, all necessary information and help can be had 
from the Committee. 

2. That all new Schools organized during the year be reported to 
this Committee, and that an Annual Report of all the Sunday 
Schools in this Diocese be briefly made to this Committee. 

3. That either Parochial Meetings or Institutes be held in various. 
parts of the Diocese where practicable. 


The hour for the Special Order having arrived, the Rev, 
Dallas Tucker’, from the Committee on the Revised Prayer 
Book, made the following 


REPORT : 


The Committee to whom was referred the proposed alterations in 
the Prayer Book, beg leave to report. 

The Committee, sensible of the importance of the work assigned 
to them, have examined, with critical care, each of the proposed 
chahges, approved by the last General Convention. Of these pro- 
posed alterations a majority receive the cordial approval of your 
Committee: But there are several amendments and changes which 
your Committee think it would be most desirable to make in the 
Resolutions, which have been sent down to the several Dioceses. In

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: ; REPORT: 


To the Council of the Diocese of West Virginia: 


The Committee on Finance begs leave respectfully to report that 
R. J. McCandlish, Esq., the Treasurer of the Diocese, has placed in 
its hands his accounts with the various Funds under his control, with 
his vouchers, for all disbursements ; and the same have been carefully 
examined, and found strictly correct in all particulars. , 

For the great fidelity, and pains of our Treasurer, in the safe 
management and investment of the Funds of the Diocese, the Com- 
mittee renews the expression of its sincere and most hearty thanks. 
The special attention of the Council is called to the valuable informa- 
tion in the Treasurer’s Report, which, with all his accounts is here- 
with returned, and recommended to be published in the Journal. 

As last year, so again this, your Committee is pained to be obliged 
to invite the serious attention of Parishes and Missions to the obliga- 
tions and requirements of Canon five, touching the Contingent 
Expenses, which seems to be largely overlooked ; not one-half the 
amount due that Fund being paid. So also, your Committee would 
invoke earnest attention to Canon six, touching the Permanent 
Fund, to Canon seven, in referrence to the “Support of Ministers,” 
prescribing the duties and obligations of Vestries, Lay Delegates, 
&c., &c., and to Canon eight, touching Special Offerings. The 
paramount, indeed the vital importance of these Canons cannot be 
overestimated. 

The Committee begs leave to call the attention of Parishes and 
Missions to the Resolution found on page forty-three of the Journal of 
1885, providing an “Assessment of ten cents for each Communicant, 
to pay the expenses of the Clerical Deputies to the General Conven- 
tion.” And it is further reported that since the last session of the 
Council, the Bishop’s Residence has been completed, and occupied 
by him tor nearly a year. Toward the consummation of this desira- 
ble work, the Bishop and his family have contributed over eight 
hundred dollars, adding very materially to the comfort and value of 
the property ; and for which the most grateful thanks of the Council 
are due. 

The Committee has’given due consideration to the Petition from 
St. John’s Church, Charleston, referred to it by the Council, and have 
unanimously concluded that the grave matter embraced in the 
Petition is not properly within the scope or power of the Committee, 
and the Petition is referred back to the Council. 

The Committee recommend the passage of the following Resolu- 
tions : 

1. Resolved,, That all Parishes and Missions which have not made 
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pledges to the salary of the Bishop, do contribute annually to the 
same, on the basis of one dollar per Communicant.

The Committee on the Brotherhood begs leave, respectfully, to 
report that they have examined the accounts of Treasurer, submitted 
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to them, and express their gratification at the condition of the Treas- 
ury ; in which a balance is reported large enough to pay one assess- 
ment on the present membership. 

They feel obliged, however, to indicate their opinion, that the 
efficiency of this Organization can be greatly increased. And to 
this end they would suggest that each Rector appoint in his field an 
Agent, or Agents, who will devote the necessary time and attention 
to this most praiseworthy object.

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REPORT. 


Your Committee have to say that no matter has been submitted to 
their consideration since the last Council. 

An effort was made a few months ago to obtain funds to assist the 
Rev. Mr. Roller in defraying expenses incured by him in carrying on 
the education of a Theological Student, and with partial: success. 
We propose to continue such efforts earnestly hereafter. 

We would recommend the Rectors to make special efforts, by 
appeals to parents, and by influences exerted in the Sunday Schools, 
to increase the number of Postulants that are prospective Candi- ° 
dates, by exhortation to that end, at specified times, and by diligent 
instruction in the knowledge of Holy Scriptures. 

The Committee would renew their recommendation as contained in 
their last report, of efforts for the formation of a Diocesan Library. 


On motion the Report and recommendations were 
adopted. 


Rev. R. R. Swope, from the Committee on the State of 
the Church reported as follows: 


REPORT. 


Your Committee on the State of the Church respectfully report, that 
from documentary evidence furnished them, and from their personal 
' knowledge, they are satisfied that there has been no abatement of 
zeal and interest on the part of our people in the year past. The 
movement of the Church in the Diocese is steadily forward ; new 
fields have been occupied, new Churches built, Rectories secured, and 
the total offerings of the people largely increased over the previous 
year. There is cause for encouragement and thankfulness in this ; for 
the year past, in the opinion of those most competent to judge, has 
been one of the most distressing that this section of our country has 
‘experienced. To receive, under these circumstances, such excellent 
Financial: Reports, means a great deal, for the liberality of the people 
is conditioned by the state of business; the pew rent or other Contri- 
butions to Church work frequently being the first thing that is reduced 
when they feel the necessity of exercising any degree of personal 
economy. 


Our Bishop has alluded to the fact that the Council is now meeting 
at the place where, eight years ago, the Organization of the Diocese 
was completed and the summons extented to him to become the 
Chief Shepherd of the work in West Virginia. It is not necessary 
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that we occupy your time by contrasting the condition of the Diocese 
of to-day with what it was then. Let it suffice to say, that to the 
devotion and energy of the man, whom the little band of Clergy 
and Laity called from his pleasant charge in Baltimore, is due the 
present condition of the Church in West Virginia. We deem it then 
incumbent on the members of this Church to do all in their power to . 
sustain the Bishop’s efforts, to relieve him of anxiety and care, so far 
as may be possible, in matters of Diocesan work. It is probable 
that he will deem it desirable to attempt the establishment of some 
Institutions, now recognized as essential to active Christianity, as Hos- 
pitals, Schools, Orphanages, Homes for the Destitute and Aged; let 
the Diocese as such, give hearty support to such efforts. The begin- 
ning of such works may be small, nevertheless, if such beginnings be 
now made they will share in the prosperity which the future certainly 
holds in store {or this State. 


Another matter that some members of your Committee have much 
at heart is the care of the isolated Episcopalians in the Diocese, and 
we suggest that either the Sunday School Committee, or a special 
Committee, to be appointed by the Council, shall make an effort to 
reach these Brethren by stated communications, personaf visitation 
being impossible, and to let them know that the Church is cognizant 
of their existence and thoughtful of their spiritual welfare. 

Another suggestion we would make is, that the Convocations shali 
be established by Canonical regulation and not left, as at present 
voluntary Organizations, and that each Convocation shall have a 
Clerical and Lay Representative in the Missionary Board of the Dio- 
cese. We believe that such an arrangement would have valuable 
results. oF

REPORT. 


To the Bishop and Council of the Diocese of West Virginia : 


You; Committee on the Episcopal Fund beg leave to say we have 
examined the Report of Judge George W. Thompson, Trustee of said 
Fund, and find the same to be correct in ever particular. 

We have good reason to rejoice that the Diocese has been able to 
meet its obligations in full; but a Azz¢ to the wise ought to be suffic- 
ient; therefore we call the especial attention of every member of this 
Council, Church, and Diocese, to the last part of the Trustee’s Re- 
port, in which he refers to a deficit in receipts for the third quarter of 
the year just closed ; and we would emphasize, if possible, what he has 
there said on the subject. That the Vestries and Congregations are 
indeed both morally and legally bound to fulfill their every obligation 
to the Diocese, ought not to be questioned, since the welfare and 
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prosperity of the Church demand that these obligations, from the 
smallest to the greatest, be fully and promptly met, and neglect or in- 
difference in this direction may cause a revolution in our welfare, and 
endanger our very existence, as a Diocese ; the results of which we will 
not now predict. As we submit this Report, your Committee would 
express their deep regret, which they believe to be the feeling of the 
Council and Diocese, that our tried and faithful Trustee, Judge George 
W. Thompson, may be under the necessity to resign his important 
position to this Diocese, on account of his apprehended loss of sight. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

Born, December 7th, 1804, in Pittsylvania County, Vir- 
ginia. He was, for many years, a Methodist Minister, 
but in December, 1840, was ordained Deacon, by Bishop 
Moore. 

His first Charge was Moore Parish, Campbell County, 
Virginia, where he was Ordained Priest, by Bishop 
Meade. 

In 1848, he removed to Weston, Lewis County, where 
he acted as a Missionary, built a Church, and organized 
a Parish. 

From 1852 to 1856, he resided in Wellsburg, teaching 
school, and officiating in the two Brooke County Parishes. 

In 1856, he taught school in Ravenswood, Jackson 
County, and did Missionary work there and in the adja- 
cent Country. 

In 1859, he became Rector of Christ Church, Ports- 
mouth, Ohio, where he remained until after the breaking 
out of the war. 

From 1862 to 1866, he labored successfully in Kentucky , 
teaching and preaching. 

In 1867, he removed to West Virginia, where he was en- 
gaged, as long as his strength remained, in Missionary 
work, in Sistersville, Volcano and other points. 

And with the record of a long and useful life behind 
him, he peacefully entered into his rest, at Parkersburg, 
West Virginia, September 3rd, 1885. Age, eighty years, 
nine months, and sixteen days. 

Orthodox, holy, fearless, he preached ‘the Gospel with 
no uncertain sound ; but his best Sermon was his life.

. This makes the balance on hand $225-85. 
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The Trustee says that he has generally been in condition as to funds to pay 
the salary to the Bishop, as it becomes due at the end of each quarter res- 
pectively. This, however, was not the case with the last quarter of the year 
just past,a deficit having occured by the same delinquency referred to in his last 
report. This deficiency, however, has been made up by the promptitude of 
other portions of the I)iocese. A comparative examination of his former 
and present reports will show the gratifying fact of new sources of income to 
this: Fund, which is, of itself, evidence of the growth of the 
Church, and willingness on the part of the people to maintain its dignity 
and usefulness. Inthe short period of our Diocesan existence, we have in- 
creased the Bishop's Salary from $2,200 to $2,500, and give him one hundred 
dollars per year ‘or contingencies. This increase of the salary to the Bishop 
has been, in itself, just and proper, and the Diocese has shown its ability to main- 
tain it. Those that are conversant with the life of the Bishop, know that all 
this increase of salary has been returned to the Diocese most fully in the 
preperation and encouragement of young men for the Ministry in the service 
of the Diocese. We are not in many ways reaping the best returns for such 
investment. 

The Trustee has throughout his intercourse with the Parishes, always en- © 
deavored to treat their pledges and obligations for the payment of the stipula- 
ted sums to this Fund as based on a higher principle than a more pecuniary 
obligation, but not atall as lessening the legal duty to pay what had been so 
undertaken. 

It is possible that before another Council shall meet the Trustee may be 
under the necessity of turning over his power, and any funds in his hands to 
his successor. ‘This necessity may arise from an apprehended loss of sight by 
a growing cataract. Should this continue he will turn over the papers and 
monies connected with the trusteeship to R. J. McCandlish, Esq., under the 
Resolution of Council passed at its session in Charlestown in 1878.—Journal, 
page 19, 20.
